Well, it’s hats off to Lou 
Sheldon, who has once again 
managed to turn a minor inci¬ 
dent into a major production. 
Make no mistake about it: 
Sheldon turned this one into 
a win, win, win, win and 
managed to dupe a number of 
less-than-worldly ministers 
into aiding his cause during 
the fundamentalists’ extrava¬ 
ganza at City Hall on Mon¬ 
day. 

Sheldon’s first win was 
against the gay/lesbian com¬ 
munity, by once again putting 
it on the defensive enough to 
manipulate it—and the media 
-to make his points for him. 

The second win was 
against his own fellow Chris¬ 
tian leaders - he was able to 
convince other ministers that 
he was pursuing the constitu¬ 
tionally-guaranteed issue one 
of religious freedom, and that 
he was protecting their rights

A Year After the Election: 
Are You Better Off?

A well-known gay activist 
was placed under arrest and 
dragged from his front row 
seat in the San Francisco 
board of supervisors cham¬ 
bers on Monday, November 
8, after he allegedly spat at 
Lou Sheldon, the anti-gay 
fundamentalist Christian head 
of The Traditional Values 
Coalition. 

Ray Russ, also known as 
Barbie Jesus, was cited and 
later released from custody 
on misdemeanor battery 
charges after the altercation, 
which Sheldon claimed hap¬ 
pened as he was leaving the 
chambers, following his com¬ 
ments to the board during the 
public comment section of the 
meeting. 

Sheldon and scores of fun¬ 
damentalist Christian pastors 
and about a hundred support¬ 
ers appeared at the meeting 
to protest what they call the 
lax handling of rowdy gay 
and lesbian demonstrators at 
a protest during Sheldon’s ap¬ 
pearance at the Hamilton 
Square Baptist Church on 
September 19. 

“Lou Sheldon is not the is¬ 
sue; the issue is the right to 
express our religious convic¬ 
tions whether they are politi¬ 
cally correct or not,” Sheldon 
said. 

During his brief remarks, 
Sheldon also lambasted what 
he called a climate of reli¬ 
gious intolerance in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The diminutive and be¬ 
spectacled Sheldon was 
flanked by a cadre of young 
African-American bodyguards 
during his entrance and exit 
into the chambers, as televi¬ 
sion cameras, including a 
crew from Christian Broad¬ 
casting Network, recorded 
the proceedings. 

Sheldon’s comments were 
preceeded by testimony from 
members of the Hamilton 
Square Baptist Church who 
were present at the Septem¬ 
ber 19 demonstration, includ¬ 
ing Donna Mcllhenny, wife of 
First Orthodox Presbyterian 
Church pastor Charles Mcll¬ 
henny, and HSBC member 
Harry Barco. 

Mcllhenny told the Board 
of Supervisors that she had 
“been warned” by a member 
of the San Francisco Police 
Department about the danger 
of speaking to the board of 
supervisors. 

Barco denied the church 
was anti-gay, insisted that 
Sheldon’s September 19 ap¬ 


pearance was during a regu¬ 
larly scheduled Sunday 
evening worship service, and 
said fundamentalists had orig¬ 
inally planned to present the 
gay flag raised by activists on 
the church’s flag pole during 
the September^ demonstra¬ 
tion to the board but changed 
their minds. 

“We were going to do it, 
but time did not allow,” Bar¬ 
co said. 

Other fundamentalists who 
spoke at the meeting included 
Carl Herbster, a Baptist min¬ 
ister from Kansas City, 
Kansas, who said that he 
spoke for a 30,000 member 
group of the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Christian Schools. 

Herbster said that “major 
corporations” were planning 
to cancel conventions in San 
Francisco because of the 
September 19 incident. 

“You’ve awakened a sleep¬ 
ing giant, and people around 
the world are not going to 
stand for it,” he warned the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The anti-gay rhetoric from 
the Christians was balanced 
by lesbian and gay speakers, 
such as activist Patt Reeves, 
who told the supervisors that 
the issue of alleged vandalism 
at the September demonstra¬ 
tion was “a smokescreen” and 
that the real issue was the 
agenda of the Christian right. 

“The real issue is that Lou 
Sheldon preaches hatred of 
homosexuals,” she said. 

That hatred, Reeves told 


the board, translates into hate 
violence “by those who beat 
us to death, and who deny us 
appropriate medical respons¬ 
es to AIDS.” Reeves is an em¬ 
ployee of Community United 
Against Violence. 

Fundamentalist speakers 
called the demonstration at 
HSBC similar to the Nazi op¬ 
pression of Jews — a charge 
swiftly rebutted by historian 
Gerard Koskovich, who de¬ 
nounced the rhetoric as “con¬ 
spiratorial fantasy.” 

Other Christian speakers at 
the meeting included Eugene 
Lumpkin, who was booted 
from the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission earlier this fall after 
he indicated he supported 
Biblical passages calling for 
the stoning of homosexuals. 

Lumpkin said that he had 
been invited to the Septem¬ 
ber 19 service at HSBC and 
“to my dismay, we were met 
with all the things that have 
been discussed here.” 

Lumpkin, a recent signato¬ 
ry on a full page ad in the 
New York Times supporting 
jailed political extremist Lyn¬ 
don LaRouche, said that the 
incident wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened if “the Board had been 
taking care of business in the 
city” and said that the group 
of right wing pastors and 
Christians was serving notice 
on the board to “that we want 
you to get on with your job.” 

Also speaking was Ray¬ 
mond Kwong of the Chinese 
Baptist Church — who along

In the early morning hours 
of November 3, one year ago, 
lesbians and gays around the 
country rubbed tears of joy 
and pent-up rage from their 
eyes. They were bleary-eyed 
with elation. Bill Clinton had 
just squeaked by the dreaded 
George Bush to become Pres¬ 
ident of the United States. Fi¬ 
nally the life-long dream of 
queers everywhere — to be ac¬ 
knowledged as human beings 
and fully participating Amer¬ 
ican citizens — was about to 
come true. 

“I have a vision — and 
you’re a part of it,” the man 
from Hope had said, and gays 
eager for inclusion believed 
him. For the first time in his¬ 
tory, gays who couldn’t other¬ 
wise agree on which loaf of 
bread to buy had formed a 
powerful voting bloc and 
forked over big bucks to elect 
a leader for all the people. 
The Inauguration was one big 
love fest. 

But the day after, when 
Clinton announced his inten¬ 
tion of lifting the ban on gays 
in the military as he had 
promised, the dream began to 
fade. Within days it became 
clear that Clinton would get 
no traditional “honeymoon,” 
and that he was ill-prepared 
for the “gotcha” power plays 
that Washington revels in. 

While Clinton fiddled with 
his Cabinet selections and the 
budget deficit, the Capitol 
burned with Senator Sam 
Nunn’s fury. The Georgia 
Democrat was furious that 
Clinton chose Les Aspin to be 


Secretary of Defense, a posi¬ 
tion it was well-known Nunn 
wanted if he couldn’t be Pres¬ 
ident. Nunn wasn’t about to 
take the insult lying down. 
He would go mano a mano 
with Clinton and let the new¬ 
comer know who really had 
power and how to use it. 

The issue of gays in the 
military was a ripe plum for 
the picking. Nunn controlled 
the agenda and the press — 
hence how the country 
viewed the issue. The upstart 
Campaign for Military Ser¬ 
vice tried combat Nunn but 
lacked support from the Ad¬ 
ministration. Plus, the Nation¬ 
al Gay & Lesbian Task Force 
and the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, although official¬ 
ly part of the CMS coalition, 
were reportedly miffed at the 
CMS intrusion into an area 
they’d been working on for 
years. Internal sniping didn’t 
help the cause. 

But Clinton kept one 
promise: he encouraged gay 
appointments to his Adminis¬ 
tration and he nominated 
Roberta Achtenberg to be As¬ 
sistant Secretary for Housing 
and Urban Development. Re¬ 
cently Achtenberg said that 
no one expected how much 
opposition either gays in the 
military or her nomination 
would receive. But unlike the 
military issue, Achtenberg 
was shepherded through the 
Senate by Barbara Boxer and 
others, who took a firm stand 
and pushed on her behalf un¬ 
til she won confirmation. 

With so much attention 
paid to Clinton’s lack of pre-

Lyndal MacCowan of the 
Gay and Lesbian Historical 
Society of Northern Califor¬ 
nia (GLHS) calls the recent 
acquisition by GLHS of the 
Lyon-Martin papers “an in¬ 
credible gold mine.” Covering 
almost forty years worth of 
activism for lesbian/gay and 
women’s rights, this collection 
of personal papers, organiza¬ 
tional records, correspon¬ 
dence, and books will be a 
cornerstone addition to the 
GLHS’s already substantial 
archive now housed in San 
Francisco’s Redstone Build¬ 
ing. 

Del Martin and Phyllis 
Lyon have been active across 
the spectrum of women’s is¬ 
sues since they co-founded 
the nation’s first openly les¬ 
bian organization, Daughters 
of Bilitis, in 1955. Besides 
DOB materials, the collection 
documents activist history 
around censorship, lesbian 
parenting, reproductive 
rights, police harassment, FBI 
surveillance, violence against 
women, and domestic part¬ 
ners legislation. 

Ruth Mahaney, co-chair of 
GLHS, says, “Del and Phyllis 
co-founded the Council on Re¬ 
ligion and the Homosexual in 
1964, helped to organize Citi¬ 
zen’s Alert [a coalition against 
police brutality], served on 
both the Commission on the 
Status of Women and the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission, 
helped begin the Alice B. 
Toklas Memorial Democratic 
Club, and actively participat¬ 
ed in countless organizations. 
... They may say they’re retir¬ 
ing from politics, but whenev¬ 
er there is an important cam¬ 
paign or issue to be fought, 
there they are.” 

Staying in the Bay Area 

For Mahaney and Mac- 
Cowan, it’s important that the 
papers are remaining in the 
Bay Area, where it all began, 


and where the fragile materi¬ 
als will get the care they de¬ 
serve. “We’ve got trained 
archivists and a track record 
when it comes to collecting,” 
states MacCowan. “We’ve got 
material from Pat Bond, Elsa 
Gidlow, Leonard Matlovich, 
the AIDS/ARC Vigil, A Wom¬ 
an’s Place Bookstore, Sylves¬ 
ter’s costumes, tapes from 
Fruit Punch, and an extensive 
periodical collection,” but, she 
adds, “We’re looking for some 
new space.” The Lyon-Martin 
collection alone takes up near¬ 
ly 300 square feet, and is cur¬ 
rently being boxed in prepa¬ 
ration for sorting, indexing, 
and eventual storage in 
preservation conditions. 


According to MacCowan, 
talks are ongoing “between 
GLHS and the new Gay/Les¬ 
bian Center in the SF Public 
Library, which does have 
space, but neither of us has a 
lot of funding.” 

GLHS is located at 2940 
Sixteenth Street, and is acces¬ 
sible to the community: “To 
use the archives, you don’t 
have to belong to anything or 
donate anything.” Hours are 
Saturday and Sunday, from 2 
pm to 5. The telephone num¬ 
ber is 626-0980, and MacCow¬ 
an recommends calling ahead. 
Membership in the Society, 
which includes a subscription 
to its newsletter, is available 
for $30 per year. T

with Innes, Mcllhenny, Lump¬ 
kin, and P.T. Mammen of the 
New Life Christian Center, 
spearheaded anti-gay opposi¬ 
tion to domestic partners leg¬ 
islation and gay counseling 
programs for school students 
in the San Francisco Unified 
School District. 

Kwong brought the funda¬ 
mentalists into an emotional 
round of applause when he 
thanked Supervisor Willie 
Kennedy for her support of 
their position and called on 
the board to end “the reign of 
terror.” 

But the fundamentalist po¬ 
sition was denounced by most 
mainstream Christian minis¬ 
ters in the audience as ob¬ 
servers. 

"’’I’m tired of religious big¬ 
ots from the so-called Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition truck¬ 
ing in hundreds of conserva¬ 
tive clergy and supporters to 
protest the policies of diversi¬ 
ty in the city and county of 
San Francisco,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Jeff Johnson, pastor of 
First United Lutheran 
Church in the Richmond Dis¬ 


trict. 

“As a Christian, they do 
not speak for me. Nor do they 
speak for the vast majority of 
San Francisco citizens and 
people of faith who are com¬ 
mitted to full participation of 
all people in the life of this 
City,” Johnson said. 

“It is time for people of 
faith to speak out against the 
hatred and intolerance that is 
being directed to our lesbian 
and gay sisters and brothers. 
The Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
which calls us to be agents of 
liberation and love, demands 
nothing less,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Karen Oliveto of 
Bethany United Methodist 
Church in Noe Valley. 

Lesbian activist Peggy Sue 
said, “San Francisco is a city 
of refuge for queers. We 
come here to escape the hos¬ 
tility, bigotry and even phys¬ 
ical harm perpetrated on us 
by our families, our neighbors 
and the churches in which we 
were raised. 

“Six weeks ago the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition held a 
political hate rally in this city 
— a rally they are now trying 
to pass off as a religious ser¬ 
vice,” Sue said. 

Activists insist that the 
September 19 demonstration 


did not disrupt a religious ser¬ 
vice. 

“We want to stress that 
this was not a religious ser¬ 
vice, but a political rally for 
the TVC and its leader Lou 
Sheldon, who was here to dis¬ 
cuss the ‘lifestyles’ of lesbian 
and gay community and to 
plan its demise,” said Jason 
Bishop, a spokesperson for 
the new group FISH (Fight¬ 
ing Intolerance, Scapegoating, 
and Hatred.) “Those of us 
concerned about this were de¬ 
nied entry to the rally.” 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
denounced the fundamentalist 
demonstration as a “well-or¬ 
chestrated publicity stunt to 
generate support for an ex¬ 
tremist attack on lesbians and 
gay men. This was not a plea 
for fairness, it was a quest for 
prime time,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Two other protesters were 
arrested, including Jonathan 
Katz, who was cited and re¬ 
leased on misdemeanor 
charges of battery, trespass, 
and inciting to riot. His arrest 
stemmed from an incident 
that occurred at HSBC earlier 
in the day. The name of the 
third protester was not avail¬ 
able at press time. ▼

Alliance Din: 

Gay Politicos Fete Each Other

Stirring speeches from 
openly lesbian Seattle city 
councilmember Sherry Harris 
and gay Texas state legislator 
Glen Maxey highlighted the 
Alliance’s Tenth Anniversary 
dinner Saturday, November 
6. The event, with 750 in at¬ 
tendance, was the nonpartisan 
lesbian and gay political ac¬ 
tion committee’s biggest din¬ 
ner ever. 

Harris, receiving the Al¬ 
liance Special Achievement 
Award, predicted that lesbian 
and gay adoption and mar¬ 
riage would be “the next ma¬ 
jor media issue,” now that the 
military ban is starting to re¬ 
cede from public view. 

She drew the most pas¬ 
sionate response, though, 
when she spoke of the battle 
with the religious right that 
will mark the years ahead 
and the consequences of los¬ 
ing that battle. “If we don’t 
move forward now,” Harris 
declared, “you won’t be able 
to retreat back into the closet 
and think that if you don’t tell 
anyone that you’ll be okay. 

“They will find you. And 
when they do, they will burn 
your house, they will arrest 
you and your lover for an ille¬ 
gal relationship, they will 
make sure you lose your job, 
they will blacklist your busi¬ 
ness, they will murder your 
family, and they will justify it 
all in the name of God. And 
there will be nowhere for you 
to turn, because everywhere 
you turn, hate will stare you 
down.” 

Comparing the “no special 
rights” campaign of religious 
fundamentalists with the Nazi 
holocaust and ethnic cleans¬ 
ing in Bosnia, Harris conclud¬ 
ed, “We must make America 
stand up to its tradition of sin¬ 
gling out groups of people for 
special hate.” 

Keynote speaker Maxey’s 
remarks also had a serious 
message, but were laced with 
the droll humor that has be¬ 
come the second-term legisla¬ 
tor’s trademark. “A couple of 
months ago,” he recalled, “a 
rather irate constituent called, 
and my legislative aide an¬ 
swered the phone. She said, 
‘Is this true? Is your boss a 
sodomite?’ My staffer thought 
and said, ‘Well, Ma’am, I be¬ 
lieve he’s from Austin. I think 
that makes him an Austinite.’” 


Picture perfection 

In a more serious vein, 
Maxey told of headlines after 
his election describing legisla¬ 
tors wanting their seats 
moved so they wouldn’t have 
to sit next to him. “I actually 
had members of the Texas 
House of Representatives ask 
that I be careful about where

I stand when pictures were 
taken so that they wouldn’t 
show up in their home town 
newspaper with the gay legis¬ 
lator,” he added. 

But, after winning a sec¬ 
ond term and establishing a 
record that has included 
awards from groups such as 
the Sierra Club and Common 
Cause, Maxey said he has 
seen that “my constituents 
don’t really care that I’m gay 
... as long as they also know 
that we care about their is¬ 
sues, too.” And even though 
he still regularly loses legisla¬ 
tive votes on gay and lesbian 
issues, Maxey noted that “at¬ 
titudes have changed in the 
Texas House of Representa¬ 
tives ... because someone who 
happens to be gay is standing 


there.” 

California, of course, has 
yet to elect an openly gay or 
lesbian legislator. West Holly¬ 
wood attorney and former 
LIFE lobby co-chair John Du¬ 
ran, hoping to change that 
state of affairs, asked the 
crowd for its support in his 
run for the 42nd Assembly 
district seat in next year’s 
Democratic primary. Duran, 
who unsuccessfully chal¬ 
lenged incumbent Burt Mar¬ 
golin for the seat last year, 
thinks he has a solid shot now 
that term limits have made 
the 42nd an open seat in ’94. 
He challenged San Francis¬ 
cans to back him in exchange 
for southern California sup¬ 
port for a Bay Area gay or 
lesbian candidate in 1996, 
when term limits should open 
up a seat in this region. 

After Eu, who? 

The evening also included 
an appearance by California 
Chief Deputy Secretary of 
State Tony Miller, who ex¬ 
pects to become Secretary of 
State — and the first openly 
gay statewide officeholder — 
once his present boss, March 
Fong Eu, is confirmed as am¬ 
bassador to Micronesia. Miller 
intends to run for a full term in 
the post next year. 

Writer Randy Shilts was 
honored with the Donald 
Disler Leadership and Ser¬ 
vice Award. Dr. Lisa Capaldi- 
ni read a brief statement from 
Shilts, who was at the Rus¬ 
sian River resting after a re¬ 
cent hospitalization. 

A number of local and not- 
so-local dignitaries put in 
appearances, including state 
Treasurer and presumed gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate Kath¬ 
leen Brown; Supervisors Car¬ 
ole Migden, Susan Leal, Sue 
Bierman, and Kevin Shelly; 
Mayor Frank Jordan; and 
U.S. Navy Petty Officer Keith 
Meinhold, whose fight to stay 
in the service is still working 
its way through the courts. 
Brown and Jordan stayed for 
the pre-dinner cocktail recep¬ 
tion only, saying they had oth¬ 
er appearances scheduled for 
later in the evening. In Jor¬ 
dan’s case, his early departure 
may have been partly diplo¬ 
matic as well: during an an¬ 
nouncement of the names of 
the notables present, his was 
the only name that provoked 
boos. ▼

to preach bigotry and hatred 
from their pulpits. 

The third win was against 
the board of supervisors: 
Sheldon-supporting ministers 
from out of town threatened 
the political, and even finan¬ 
cial, ruin of San Francisco to 
its supervisors. 

The fourth win was in the 
way he elevated his media 
profile: his stage managing 
provided endless footage for 
Pat Robertson’s two Christian 
Broadcasting Network crews. 
For the next several years, 
the gay community can ex¬ 
pect to be maligned by 
Robertson’s spin doctors as a 
result. Much of the tape will 
be used to “prove” how un¬ 
derdog Christians are being 
“martyred” at the hands of 
gay “nazis.” Robertson is 
gonna owe Sheldon, and owe 
him big. 


Doing well by doing bad 

Best of all, for Sheldon at 
least, in one day’s work he 
added at least another million 
dollars to the Lou Sheldon 
Full Family Employment 
Plan. He proved once again 
that he will take anything, say 
anything, and do anything to 
line his pockets and keep his 
family from the soup lines. 
Not bad for a guy who wields 
the King’s English with a 
trowel. 

The presence of minority 
ministers at City Hall was no 
accident. At one p.m., the 
white marchers stepped off 
from Hamilton Square Bap-

tist Church. Co-opting an 
ACT UP/Queer Nation style, 
they wore day-glo stickers on 
their jackets as they headed 
for City Hall. (Incidentally, 
the organizers didn’t miss a 
thing. They even included 
those “stars” of Christian 
reparative therapy and The 
Gay Agenda, so-called “for¬ 
mer gays” Schmid and Paulk, 
who sat stonefaced through 
the testimony. Ever wonder 
why, like nuns, they travel in 
pairs?) 

As white marchers left the 
area, minorities began to pull 
in by the vanfuls. By the time 
the 2 p.m. press conference 
rolled around, Sheldon, white 
hair gleaming, was surround¬ 
ed by African-Americans, 
Asians and Hispanic minis¬ 
ters. They too, then marched 
on City Hall, only to have to 
wait in the rotunda outside 


the packed meeting room. 
Sheldon, basking in the atten¬ 
tion, stood surrounded by a 
cadre of Christian African- 
Americans facing outward, 
arms akimbo. 

Apparently the minority 
groups have missed the fact 
that Sheldon, playing fast and 
loose with the facts, lobbied 
against the federal civil rights 
act. 

A new gay awareness? 

The good news, if there is 
any, is that something else 
happened at the meeting that 
may yet derail the boxcars 
that Sheldon and his ilk are 
so gleefully preparing for the 
gay community. Gays and les¬ 
bians afterwards seemed to 
agree the situation is serious 
and they are tired of shooting 
themselves in the foot, or hav¬ 
ing some loose cannon doing 
it for them. They’re talking 
about tightening up on the 
“media sluts” that show up 
for the cameras and do little 
else. They’re taking a new 
look at tactics, at strategy, 
and at themselves. They’re 
talking about discipline, tak¬ 
ing a look at history, diffusing 
their anger, and “fighting 
smart.” Many of them are tak¬ 
ing a new look at our so- 
called national leadership and 
are realizing some new truths 
about our alleged movement. 

So despite Sheldon’s four¬ 
fold win, Monday’s horror 
story may be a good thing for 
San Francisco gay politics. It 
may lead to the new gay 
awareness that will stop the 
Sheldons of the world. If that 
is true, the verbal gay bashing 
was worthwhile. 

Otherwise, we’re all in 
very big trouble. ▼

Why Lou Sheldon 
Is an Abomination 

Lou Sheldon is an abomination before his God: so it is writ¬ 
ten in the Bible he pretends to consult. 

Right there in Leviticus, the Old Testament book Sheldon 
and his ilk use to bash gays, it makes the point that Jehovah 
is a picky deity with a whole list of “abominations” that piss 
Him off. And there is no doubt that Sheldon is as guilty of in¬ 
dulging in them as anyone. 

Conservative Christian fundraisers like Sheldon speak loud¬ 
ly of one “abomination” listed in Leviticus — that of a man ly¬ 
ing with another as with a woman — but ignore the rest of 
them, because most Americans have no interest in living by 
those rules. In fact, only the strictest Hassidic Jews live by 
what’s outlined in that book; by the simple act of shaving his 
beard, Sheldon makes himself an abomination before God. By 
cutting the corners of his hair, Sheldon makes himself an 
abomination before God. 

People who eat shrimp are an abomination. People who 
mix the fibers in their clothes are an abomination. Farmers 
who plant hybrid corn, same thing. Women in red. People who 
eat their beef rare. The list goes on. 

But even for those of us who have moved beyond the clear¬ 
ly stated themes of Leviticus — including its wholehearted ap¬ 
proval of slavery — another part of the Old Testament still has 
resonance: that part of Exodus known as the ten command¬ 
ments. And that is where Lou Sheldon proves himself to be 
the worst abomination. For while homosexuality is not men¬ 
tioned there, Sheldon’s repeated, possibly pathological, lying 
is. 

“Thou shah not bear false witness against thy neighbor.” It 
is a basic tenet of many of the world’s great religions, but one 
Sheldon is clearly incapable of honoring. One example: he and 
his organization were found guilty of bearing false witness 
when they tried to circumvent election laws during a push to 
defeat San Francisco’s domestic partner legislation last year. 

And last Monday, while testifying in front of the board of 
supervisors, Sheldon did it again. His entire testimony was 
based on a false premise, but even ignoring that, he caused an 
innocent person to be arrested by alleging a gay man spit on 
him. 

Those who were seated around where the defendant are 
unanimous in their unshakable belief Sheldon lied. It is also 
likely the well-rehearsed Christian who jumped to his feet on 
the other side of the room to shout “I am a witness to that 
crime,” will be disproved by the television cameras that caught 
the non-event. 

But by that time, the validity of the claim will be unimpor¬ 
tant; Sheldon will have used the supposed incident to get more 
dollars flowing into his bank account. He knows that accusing 
a gay man of spitting will play successfully in middle America, 
and it keeps him from having to break the news to his minions 
that eating a bacon double cheeseburger will send them to 
Hell. 

Of course, if demonizing McDonald’s or Red Lobster were 
easier and more lucrative than demonizing us, Sheldon would 
be out in the parking lot now, jostling with Pat Robertson and 
Eugene Lumpkin and Lloyd Mashore and Fred Phelps for 
publicity. And the same goes for the African-American men 
who surrounded Sheldon at the supervisors’ meeting if Shel¬ 
don believed eating Eugene Lumpkin whole would further his 
own career, Lumpkin would have been devoured by now, with 
a ferocity that would dwarf the gay and lesbian howls for his 
job after his bigoted and violent comments. 

It would be interesting to see how Sheldon (and Lumpkin 
and Mashore and Phelps, and Robertson especially) would jus¬ 
tify to their financial backers — not the Republican party so 
much as the individual Moms and Pops who tithe themselves 
to those hate campaigns because the program-length commer¬ 
cials on the Christian Broadcasting Network make it seem as 
though good is being accomplished — that this newest cause en¬ 
dangers their own right to life as they like in this country. That 
scapegoats come and go, and the fundies’ frenzy to stamp out 
abominations might mean destroying family farms that plant 
hybrid grains; institutionalizing women who wear red or ex¬ 
press their opinions; and arresting barbers and anyone who 
doesn’t keep a Kosher kitchen. 

It sounds ridiculous, and it is, but it certainly isn’t funny. T 



Naked Queers Are 
Better Than Drunk Straights

with braces, and her drunk friends who tried 
to stuff sushi into the front of my costume, 
then they grabbed my crotch to see “if the 
robot has a wee-wee.” (I later saw them behind 
my truck with their pants down around their 
ankles, urinating on Diamond Street). 

5. The dozens of adhesive graffiti “tags” that 
were stuck to me by the time I finally got out 
of there. 

6. The bored 
policeman at the 
corner of 18th and 
Douglass who, af¬ 
ter hearing me tell 
him what hap¬ 
pened, shrugged 
and said, “move 
along, you’re 
blocking traffic.” 

Why in the 
world would peo¬ 
ple actually come 
to a costume party 
and then try and 
ruin costumes? 

Perhaps some 
gay and lesbian 
people push the 
boundaries of “re¬ 
spectability” at 
some of the street 
fairs with regards 
to public nudity, 
but I have never seen a gay crowd that was as 
rowdy, disrespectful, and just plain obnoxious 
as the largely straight crowd was in the Castro 
this year. 

From now on, I’m staying home until they 
learn to behave. ▼

"Drugged-out, burned out, paranoid” 

Duesberg does not state that, “all gay men live drug- 
filled lives, consuming quaaludes, Angel Dust, etc.” 
What he does say, is that the human body, and I quote, 
“is designed to take some shit.” But our immune 
systems haven’t a chance in hell after hundreds, if not 
thousands of tricks, compounded by the use of pop¬ 
pers, crystal, coke, etc., year after year.

PWAs know exactly how they got where they are to¬ 
day. This is not rocket Scientology, gentlemen. 

Duesberg may be brusque in his style, but you damn 
well know he’s right about how some HIV+ persons 
who, thus far, have yet to have fullblown AIDS some 
12+ years later, versus those who do! If we knew 10 
years ago what we know now, the community would 
welcome Duesberg, if for no other reason, to shed 
more light on how this horrific epidemic has hit us 
so hard and how we can at least slow it down. And yes, 
this would include “changing our ways.” Let’s stop kid¬ 
ding ourselves!

Dues Due Duesberg

She also took AZT, which is immune suppressive 
chemotherapy which gives even more “opportunity” 
to the Candida. 

Babies born with HIV who aren’t put on toxic an¬ 
tiviral therapies, often turn HIV-negative as their im¬ 
mune systems grow. Ryan White died of hemophiliac 
(and no doubt AZT) complications. 

Africa is another story. Starvation/malnutrition be¬ 
ing the major cause of death by “slim disease.” 
Parasites and untreated malaria are also factors. Did 
you ever consider that the “research establishment” 
might be founded on “sinking sand”, and that your 
underinformed opinion might be contributing to the 
crisis?

Condom Sense, Biblical Nonsense 

Letters columns have been full of disinformation 
trying to undermine the public’s confidence in the ef¬ 
fectiveness of condoms in combatting sexually 
transmitted diseases (STDs), including AIDS. 

An update on condom effectiveness issued by the 
Center for Disease Control in Atlanta in the Aug. 6 
Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Report confirms 
that, “using latex condoms substantially reduces the 
risk of HIV transmission.” The report indicates that 
“latex condoms are highly effective for preventing 
HIV infection and other STDs when used consistently 
and correctly.” 

For instance, HIV transmission among couples in 
which one partner was HIV positive reporting con¬ 
sistent condom use was 1.1 per 100 person-years of 
observation compared with 9.7 among inconsistent 
users. 

Also reported was a recent laboratory study show¬ 
ing that latex condoms are an effective mechanical 
barrier to fluid containing HIV-sized particles. 

The report further stresses that prevention 
messages must highlight the importance of consistent 
and correct condom use: 

“Condom availability is essential in assuring con¬ 
sistent use. Men and women relying on condoms for 
prevention of HIV infection or other STDs should 
carry condoms or have them readily available.” 

The report also warns against natural-membrane 
condoms because, “unlike latex, natural-membrane 
condoms have naturally occurring pores that are small 
enough to prevent passage of sperm but large enough 
to allow passage of viruses in laboratory studies.” 

More extensive discussion of correct condom use 
can be found in the September 1990 FDA Consumer 
article, “Latex Condoms Lessens Risks of STDs” 
published by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
and in the March 1989 Consumer Reports article, “Can 
You Rely on Condoms?” These publications are wide¬ 
ly available in libraries. 

The religious basis for opposing condoms is a 
misinterpretation of the story of Onan in Genesis 38:17 
as a condemnation of masturbation. Onan’s real of¬ 
fense was not masturbation but refusing to follow 
Jewish custom of levirate marriage prescribed in 
Deuteronomy 25:5-10. He did not provide his widowed 
childless sister-in-law an heir for the family name 
as required. God allegedly struck him dead for fail¬ 
ing to do so. The reasoning behind the story is clear 
from its final outcome. In one of the typical turns of 
these X-rated Bible stories, the sister-in-law, Tamar, 
gussies herself up as a harlot, seduces her father-in- 
law and has a child by him. What a moral example! 

Onanism has been used by Christian theologians to 
condemn not only masturbation but also use of con¬ 
doms and contraception in general — even for mar¬ 
ried couples. In Casti connubi, 1930, the first anti-birth 
control encyclical of this century, Pope Pius XI cited 
Onan to strike fear into the hearts of married couples. 
The tale of Onan represents the only example of birth 
control that one can unearth in the Bible. 

In the supposedly enlightened Sermon on the 
Mount, Jesus proposed the Christian solution to the 
problem in Matthew 5:28-30. Don’t wear a condom, 
deal with lust by plucking out the eye and chopping 

off the member. T . c

Help Us Kick, Don't Kick Us 

I keep reading about how bad things are and how 
the mayor keeps screwing up, but it seems to me he 
isn’t the only one who just doesn’t get it. Newspapers, 
straight and gay, go on about homelessness, crime and 
AIDS and miss (especially the self-righteous ones) one 
of the biggest causes: Drugs. 

Every one of my friends on drugs wants to kick (the 
habit) but can’t because there aren’t enough facilities 
open to go to. Every place around has weeks-long 
waiting lists. We’ve all tried to get clean on our own 
but unless you’ve done drugs, you don’t know how 
painful being strung out (the withdrawal) can be. We 
get sick and the anxiety is rough so we go back to 
shooting up. We all have to steal to support our habit 
or work Polk Street. And it’s not just the mayor; the 
gay community spends all its time on AIDS or gays 
in the military or partying up on Castro Street and ig¬ 
nores its own community hooked on heroin and 
cocaine. 

How about more rehabilitation centers with free 
medication to ease the physical withdrawal symptons 
and some counseling to keep us off drugs. We got on 
it for different reasons and there are more addicts than 
you know from Polk to Montgomery Streets. 

Although I am not homeless now because I got a 
low-paying job with no benefits, a lot of my friends 
are because most of our money has to go to our habit. 
None of us like being strung out. Open up more rehab 
centers and clinics for our physical and mental well¬ 
being and get some decent job training centers and 
we’ll get off the streets, quit stealing and get right. 

We want to be okay; we want a decent job and a 
place to live, but without the opportunity to get clean 
and reasons to stay clean, we cannot. 

It’s not just up to City Hall. Every one of you could 
contribute to getting more centers. And to the gays 
who give money for sex, why not start thinking with 
your heart and less with your dick and use that money 
to help us, not screw us up more. Help us and we’ll 
stay that way.

In gay-oriented establishments and neighborhoods, 
and even in my own Castro neighborhood, I am the 
object of hurtful discussions and hate-filled gossip. 

I am sorry if my presence at Rhythm bothered in¬ 
dividuals or my insensitivity may have hurt someone, 
or a misinterpreted action led to someone being of¬ 
fended, but I am not deserving of this mean-spirited 
treatment. If the goal is to ostracize, inflict hurt, cause 
suffering or to victimize me, know that the goal has 
been achieved. 

No individual or group has the right to defame 
another’s character, spread lies (knowingly or 
unknowingly), or to appoint themselves judge and 
jury. No premeditated cruelty is ever justifiable. 

And to set the record “straight,” I am not a drug 
dealer, I do not have a protruding fat belly, I am not 
a “flasher” and I try not to be abusive.

Time for My Analysis 


N early everyone with 
a typewriter and a 
forum has made a 
political “analysis” 
of last Tuesday’s off-year elec¬ 
tion results, so why should I 
be any different? Did they 
represent a Republican sweep 
or just reflect a throw-out-the- 
bums fervor? Did race play a 
part in the results? And final¬ 
ly, was the vote in New Jer¬ 
sey, Virginia, and New York 
City a repudiation of Bill 
Clinton and his policies? In¬ 
quiring minds want to know. 

Certainly, when incumbent 
Democratic governors in both 
New Jersey and Virginia lose 
to two relatively unknown 
Republicans, and when the 
GOP manages to elect a may¬ 
or in the largest city in the 
country, one has to admit that 
the Republican Party had a 
pretty good day. And yes, the 
New York City mayoral vote 
was racially polarized. Over 
90 percent of the black voters 
supported David Dinkins, the 
black incumbent, while 75 
percent of the white voters 
backed the winner, Republi¬ 
can Rudolph Giuliani. New 
York City, incidentally, now 
joins the country’s second- 
largest city (Los Angeles) in 
electing white Republican 
mayors this year when both 
had previously been governed 
by black Democrats. 

What does this mean, you 
ask? Obviously, those white 
voters who had in the past 
supported black Democratic 
candidates for mayor bought 
the “crime” argument pushed 
hard by the GOP challengers 
and turned out the incum¬ 
bents on that issue alone. 
New York City reportedly 
has more than 2,000 homi¬ 
cides a year, and Los Angeles, 
was fast approaching that fig¬ 
ure; voters had to blame 
someone for all this. They 
crossed party lines to vote Re¬ 
publican, thinking or at least 
hoping that they were some¬ 
how voting for a safer envi¬ 
ronment. Getting tough on 
crime is clearly a winning is¬ 
sue, and any candidate, Re¬ 
publican or Democrat, who 
doesn’t recognize that fact 
will be in for a tough time 
from now on. 

Taxes also played a big 
part in last week’s elections. 
New Jersey Governor Jim 
Florio lost his seat almost en¬ 
tirely because he immediately 
pushed through a $3 billion 
tax hike upon taking office 
four years ago and his GOP 
opponent refused to let voters 
forget it — all the while 
promising a “reduction in tax¬ 
es” herself. In Virginia, where 
a fractured state Democratic 
Party machine should have 
easily elected another of their 
own to replace the inept in¬ 
cumbent Douglas Wilder, vot¬ 
ers tired of the constant in¬ 
party squabbling between its 
governor and Senator Charles 
Robb (both Democrats but 
bitter political enemies) and 
decided to throw out the par¬ 
ty and elect a mild-mannered 
but likable conservative Re¬ 
publican instead. Although 
Governor-elect George Allen 
is pro-life, not thought to be 
at all pro-gay rights, and is 
considered part of the GOP’s 
new breed of “moderately 
conservative” candidates, he 
never did embrace the Pat 
Robertson-Jerry Falwell wing 
of the Republican Party, as 
did his lieutenant governor 
running mate (who lost to a 
Democrat). Gay and lesbian 
voters in Virginia are said to

be “cautiously optimistic” that 
their new governor will be 
someone they can work with. 

Did Bill Clinton lose as a 
result of last week’s off-year 
elections? He certainly didn’t 
win anything. However, un¬ 
like some others, I do not be¬ 
lieve this election was a vote 
on Clinton administration 
policies. Clinton still remains 
a popular president, and he 
can claim that the results in 
Virginia, New Jersey, and 
NYC were due, in most part, 
to local issues. Everyone 
knows that it isn’t safe to

walk the streets in Manhattan 
during the day, much less af¬ 
ter dark; the same goes for 
Trenton, Jersey City, and 
Camden. The crime issue was 
clearly one that won for the 
GOP in both New York and 
New Jersey (although high 
taxes played a part there as 
well). Virginia was a different 
story: the Democratic 

nominee, Attorney General 
Mary Sue Terry, simply blew 
the governor’s race along 
with a 30-point lead, losing to 
a much smarter politician. 

In California, voters said 
no to most schemes that 
would have raised taxes, 
while voting to continue the 
2-cent sales tax earmarked for 
additional funding of police 
and fire services. 

State Democrats clearly 
got a wake-up call last week 
when voters replaced one 
Democratic state senator and 
one assemblyperson with Re¬ 
publicans, giving the GOP a 
net gain of one in each of the 
state’s legislative bodies. 
Democrats now hold 21 of the 
40 seats in the Senate and 47 
of 80 in the Assembly; two 
Democrat-leaning “Indepen¬ 
dents” also hold Senate seats. 
A special runoff election will 
be held December 28 in San 
Diego County to decide the 
one remaining state Senate 
contest, but Assemblyman 
Steve Peace, the Democrat, is 
favored to win that race. 

Politics and People 

Who’s laughing now? In 
Cincinnati, Ohio, where citi¬ 
zens were busily voting to re¬ 
peal a gay rights law, they 
might have unknowingly also 
been electing a lesbian may¬ 
or. Though the issue never 
surfaced publicly during 
Councilwoman Roxanne 
Qualls’ campaign for a second 
two-year term, gossip has 
long circulated in some 
Cincinnati circles about 
Qualls’ sexuality, and she did 
little this past week to quell 
the rumors. When the mayor- 
elect appeared at a gay rights 
rally the day after the repeal, 
she stated, “We are wonder¬ 


ful,” explaining that “we” re¬ 
ferred to those attending the 
rally. When asked by a caller 
on a radio talk show the fol¬ 
lowing day “Did I or did I not 
vote for a lesbian?” Qualls re¬ 
fused to deny she was gay, 
answering that “it’s not an is¬ 
sue. Questions about the pri¬ 
vate lives of people are really 
inappropriate and very clear¬ 
ly distract from the pressing 
issues for the city.” 

In Cincinnati, a city of 
364,000, the top vote-getter in 
the council race becomes 
mayor, and Qualls won that 
top-slot position in last week’s 
election. A spokesperson for 
Citizens for Community Val¬ 
ues, one of the coalitions that 
helped repeal the gay rights 
law, admitted that Qualls “is 
perfectly qualified to be may¬ 
or” but warned that “if she 
continues to promote the ho¬ 
mosexual agenda through be¬ 
ing mayor, if she passes an¬ 
other law supporting gay 
rights, we’ll be back on the 
ballot.” Qualls was one of the 
seven council members who 
originally voted gay rights 
into Cincinnati law in 1992. 

Closer to home, State Sen¬ 
ator-elect Tom Campbell’s 
whopping victory in the 11th 
District (he won over 60 per¬ 
cent in a crowded field of 10 
candidates) makes him an im¬ 
mediate power player in the 
state Republican Party. 

And speaking of Republi¬ 
cans, Santa Barbara Repre¬ 
sentative Michael Huffington, 
the multimillionaire, first- 
term, House member who is 
expected to take on Senator 
Dianne Feinstein next year, 
told the Examiner that he is 
“pro-choice,” adding that “the 
government should not get in¬ 
volved in our bedrooms,” and 
that he favors Bill Clinton’s 
proposed NAFTA agreement. 
Huffington, who announced 
he wants to run for the Sen¬ 
ate before even completing 
his first year in the House, 
also decried the gay bashing 
at last year’s Republican con¬ 
vention, saying that “there 
should be no discrimination 
against anyone because of 
their sexual orientation; being 
gay should not preclude any¬ 
one from being able to serve 
in the military.” Gay and les¬ 
bian activists in his conserva¬ 
tive Long Beach congression¬ 
al district are quick to point 
out, however, that he said 
none of these things while 
running in that heavily Re¬ 
publican area for Congress 
last year. 

Millionaire Feinstein ver¬ 
sus multimillionaire Huffing¬ 
ton — this one should really 
be fun to watch, but I’ll put 
what little money I have on 
Feinstein. 

Last week President Clin¬ 
ton nominated SF Police Cap¬ 
tain James Molinari to be the 
next U.S. Marshal for the 
Northern District of Califor¬ 
nia (from Monterey to the 
Oregon border). This was one 
of the president’s better ap¬ 
pointments; Molinari is one of 
the best cops in the city. 

First-term Congresswoman 
Lynn Woolsey (D-Marin) is 
fast becoming a respected 
rookie in that august body; 
those who know her tell me 
she is “hard-working, dedicat¬ 
ed, and honest beyond re¬ 
proach.” Woolsey, the subject 
of a recent People magazine 
profile, is being pursued by 
moviemakers who see a 
screenplay written all over 
her remarkable acension from

Asian AIDS Project's 
Educational Halloween

Bringing AIDS education 
to people who need it is hard 
work: pity the poor transves¬ 
tite emcee of the Eat Pump¬ 
kin Contest held at the 
N’Touch bar on Polk Street 
Halloween night. From 5:30 
p.m. on, from the preliminary 
leg-shaving and brassiere¬ 
stuffing to the final minutes 
of the contest, working alone 
and in tandem with a fellow 
emcee dressed as a military 
officer from the People’s Re¬ 
public of China, the transves¬ 
tite was one of those who has 
worked very hard to educate 
customers about HIV and its 
transmission. 

Although AIDS education 
events are relatively common 
in the larger San Francisco 
gay community, they are still 
relatively new among the 
city’s gay Asians. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, that group’s lack of informa¬ 
tion about this subject is 
manifest through the 30 per¬ 
cent increase of HIV infection 
among Asian-Americans this 
year. 

The Asian AIDS Project 
hoped to address that prob¬ 
lem with the Halloween night 
“Rubber Club” contest, in co¬ 
operation with the N’Touch. 

The re were quite a few ac¬ 
tivities that night, all designed 
to pass along and reinforce vi¬ 
tal information about HIV 
and AIDS. For instance, as 
emcees raffled T-shirts, movie 
tickets, toiletries, and posters, 
they demanded answers to 
questions about HIV from the 
prize winners, and said any¬ 
one who could not answer 
correctly would not receive a 
prize. All the winners an¬ 
swered the safer sex ques¬ 
tions — although about half of 
them needed a little help 
from their friends — but fared 
less well with the questions 
about dirty needles and prop¬ 
er methods of prevention. 


One 21-year-old Asian 
transvestite had no knowl¬ 
edge of the Asian AIDS Pro¬ 
ject and its distribution of 
AIDS awareness pamphlets 
in Chinese, Japanese, Laotian, 
Tagalog, and Vietnamese, or 
of the difference between wa¬ 
ter-based lubrication versus 
Vaseline. Before the event, 
the youth knew to wear a 
condom, but not that oil- 
based substances dissolve la¬ 
tex. Discovering the impor¬ 
tance of a water-based gel 
came as a surprise. Another 
partygoer thought AIDS can 
be caught through sneezing. 

On a lighter note, the Rub¬ 
ber Club threw a costume 
contest. Entrants included 
Robin, the Boy Wonder; a 
Chippendale dancer; two 
Scottish dancers; an elf; 
transvestites with perfume 
stronger than Raid; a Geisha 
girl; Tarzan; and a Manchu 
Princess. 

The winner came dressed 
as the Chiquita woman, com¬ 
plete with flashing, electrical 
fruit. The second-prize win¬ 
ner lugged around an axe and 
called himself King Henry 
the Eighth. But third place 
went to what someone de¬ 
scribed as “the most bizarre 
costume of all,” constructed 
out of styrofoam balls, pipe 
cleaners, and green cloth. He 
called himself “Sedusa,” 
Medusa’s uglier sister, “but 
the only thing that turns into 
stone is your dick,” he 
warned. The audience howled 
at the remark and he reward¬ 
ed their applause by grabbing 
his crotch and squirting some 
white substance into the 
crowd. He later told the 
B.A.R. the total cost of his 
much-admired outfit was only 
$ 10 . 

“The money I won [$250] 
means nothing,” the Chiquita 
woman said. “Your health 
and safety is the issue here; 
please practice safe sex.” ▼

Queers Hit the Concourse

D id you make it to 
the Fourth Annual 
San Francisco Bay 
Area Book Festival 
this past weekend? If not, you 
really blew it, since it was ob¬ 
vious from the moment any¬ 
one arrived at the Concourse 
Exhibition Center that this 
was going to be a very queer 
fest indeed. 

Of course, this was due in 
part to the Monk Mobile 
parked right outside in the 
most primo and visible spot, 
home of those gay nomads of

the road, the Mad Monks. 
They’re in town researching 
the next issue of Monk Mag¬ 
azine, and like every other 
literary queer for miles, they 
knew where the party was 
and had to be there. 

The festival was launched 
in 1992 and has grown expo¬ 
nentially since then. This year 
there were more than 300 ex¬ 
hibitors, and organizers were 
predicting an attendance of 
over 50,000 people. Personal¬ 
ly, I’d wager that there were 
more than that, because even 
walking down the aisles was 
a struggle — it was that 
packed. 

Free and open to all, the 
fest draws a great mixture of 
folks, from parents with pre¬ 
schoolers to fags with multi¬ 
ple piercings. Best of all, they 
all got along, whether wan¬ 
dering through bookstore dis¬ 
play areas, watching a cook¬ 
ing demonstration, or meet¬ 
ing their favorite authors. 

Exhibitors at the festival 
ranged from the American 
Society of Journalists and Au¬ 
thors to A Clean Well-Lighted 
Place for Books, from the Li¬ 
brary Foundation of San 
Francisco to Libros Sin Fron- 
teras. There was a special 
multicultural area, a chil¬ 
dren’s area, and of course, the 
queer area, where I spent 
most of my time. Even com¬ 
panies like Peet’s Coffee had 
a stand, dispensing free sam¬ 
ples of their wares to the 
book-weary crowd. 

Over the last few years, 
I’ve watched this event grow 
larger and larger, as well as 
queerer and queerer. This is 
not only due to the fact that 
the Bay Area is home to so 
many queer writers, but it is 
also a culmination of much 
hard work on the part of the 
fest’s board, especially its gay 
members, including Richard 
Labonte. So, yes, the fest at¬ 
tracts lots of big names (Betty 
Friedan and Tony Hillerman, 
for example), but this year it 
also boasted queer panels and 
a bevy of gay and lesbian 
authors, publishers, car¬ 
toonists, etc.: Sasha Alyson, 
Grant Michaels, Jewelle 
Gomez, Brian Bouldrey, Judy 
Grahn, Kris Kovick, John 
Preston, Mary Wings, and 
more. 

Somehow I had been as¬ 
signed the task of introducing 
one of the festival’s many 
panels, “True Fictions: Tales 
Out of Lesbian/Gay Lives.” 
The worst part of having to 
do this was my nervous stom¬ 
ach beforehand and, in addi¬ 
tion, having to miss seeing 
Anne Lamott speak. Lamott 
is the straight but cool author 
of the groovy book Operating 
Instructions, which is all 
about her experiences as a 


single mom. The best part, 
however, was that I was paid 
to sit through a very enjoy¬ 
able panel which included the 
hilarious Charles Busch, 
whose play, Vampire Les¬ 
bians of Sodom, I saw many 
years ago and loved. 

Crazy for comics 

For me, humorous writing 
is always a pleasure to read, 
although hard for me to pro¬ 
duce. Perhaps that is why I 
appreciate comics so much. 
Not only is there wit in the 
writing, there’s also artistry in 
the imagery. As a kid, I used 
to collect Richie Rich and 
Archie (eek!) and swap them 
with my friend Pui. When my 
family moved from New 
York when I was 12, my en¬ 
tire collection was left behind, 
and I guess I thought I’d out¬ 
grown comics forever. 

Little did I know that after 
about a 15-year hiatus, I 
would once again go crazy for 
comics. This time around I’m 
more selective — only queer 
and feminist comics will do. 
Drag queen superhero tales 
like Dragnet score well, as 
do queer boy collections like 
Strange Looking Exile by 
Robert Kirby. The Gay 
Comix series has its moments 
(like the No Dykes to Watch 
Out For issue by Alison 
Bechdel) and so do compila¬ 
tions in book format, but the 
honest-to goodness dyke com¬ 
ic book ranks highest in my 
heart. 

Many booksellers do not 
take comics as seriously as 
they do their more perfect 
bound literary selections. This 
is unfortunate, because often 
comics are relegated to out-of- 
the-way sections or get 
stuffed into racks where they 
remain unseen. Too bad, be¬ 
cause some of the most twist¬ 
ed as well as most brilliant 
minds this community has are 
working in the comic format. 

There are several lesbian 
and lesbian-friendly comic

book series making their way 
across the world, including 
Dyke’s Delight from Britain 
and the Liliane strip from 
Montreal, Canada. Not to 
mention San Francisco’s Real 
Girl comix, produced by the 
B.A.R.’s own Angela Bocage, 
or the wonderful Wimmen’s 
comix series that’s been going 
for years. Then there are the 
strips by the ball-busting Jen¬ 
nifer Camper, whose postcard 
images have been seized by 
the U.S. mail on obscenity 
charges! 

Best of the bunch, of 
course, is Hothead Paisan, the 
homicidal lesbian terrorist. 
Now up to Volume 11 in their 
quarterly comic series, artist 
and Hothead creator Diane 
DiMassa and producer Stacy 
Sheehan will be appearing 
both at A Different Light 


Bookstore and Red Dora’s on 
December 4 to promote their 
work and their new book. 
How exciting ! 

If Hothead had a straight 
counterpart, it would be 
Bitchy Bitch, the protagonist 
of Roberta Gregory’s comic 
series, Naughty Bits. Poor 
Bitchy, stuck in an office all 
day with Jesus freaks, lecher¬ 
ous male co-workers, and too 
much coffee! It makes her 
about to explode in each 
snarly-faced frame. 

The more highbrow liter¬ 
ary types among us may 
scorn comics altogether, even 
those with queer content. But 
sometimes there’s nothing 
better than grabbing the new 
issue of your favorite comic, 
kicking back in your most 
comfy chair, and letting loose 
both your imagination and 
your favorite imaginary cast 
of characters. After a long day 
at the book fest pampering 
authors and helping spread 
queer lit to the masses, I was 
ready for just such a treat. So 
wasn’t I lucky that Spawn of 
Dykes to Watch Out For, 
Bechdel’s latest and greatest 
collection, was waiting at 
home just for me?! ▼

Suburban Churches 
Give Help to PWAs

Standing carefully apart 
from the hellfire preaching of 
the bigots of the religious far- 
right, four churches of north¬ 
ern San Mateo County are 
participating in an essential 
service to AIDS patients, the 
Bay Area Reporter has 
learned in recent interviews 
with pastors and congregation 
members. Under the leader¬ 
ship of Reverend Michael 
Pozar of Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church in Pacifica, food deliv¬ 
eries to AIDS clients of ED 
LIPSE, the San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty AIDS care service, are 
made each week from the 
church. 

Pozar, who was on the 
staff of Shanti for four years, 
discovered that service to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS in the north 
county was deficient because 
most of the volunteers doing 
that work were around the 
city of San Mateo or south of 
it. Beginning in August, food 
deliveries were first brought 
to his church, then trans¬ 
ferred to volunteers, drawn 
from his and other churches, 
who took the packages to the 
needy throughout the commu¬ 
nities. 

One church that provides 
volunteers is St. Andrew 
Presbyterian, also in Pacifica, 
where participation was fos¬ 
tered by Reverend Penny 
Newall, who participated in 
the interviews as well. St. Ed¬ 
munds Episcopal and Light¬ 
house Christian Fellowship 
members participate in the 
food deliveries, too. The latter 
is a somewhat surprising ad¬ 
dition, because it is associated 
with the fundamentalist Four 
Square Gospel Church. 

Many of the volunteers for 
the program have been 
church members who have 
learned a family member has 
AIDS. Both Pozar and 
Newall testified that the real¬ 
ization of AIDS in the imme¬ 
diate family — and the larger 
church family — has generally 
created an outpouring of un¬ 
derstanding and sympathy 
among the congregations. 

“At first,” Pozar told the 
B.A.R., “there was a reluc¬ 
tance because of apprehen¬ 
sion of what others would 


think, but once acceptance 
was realized, the families 
‘came out.’” Both pastors af¬ 
firmed that there has been no 
observable negativity. 

Newall and Pozar were 
emphatic that this reaction, 
and the development of a ser¬ 
vice group, were characteris¬ 
tic of churches throughout the 
country. “I have seen studies 
to show that, outside urban 
centers, churches have been 
the organizations providing 
the care for AIDS patients,” 
Pozar declared. 

Pozar and Newall say vol¬ 
unteers’ powerful Christian 
compassion more than offsets 
any reservations about how 
the disease was contracted. 
“How the patient got the dis¬ 
ease has become a non-issue,” 
Newall stated. 

What Jesus thought 

Pozar referred to an exam¬ 
ple from Scripture, when Je¬ 
sus was asked about a man 
who was born blind. The 
questioner wanted to know if 
the man’s affliction was from 
something he had done or 
from something his father 
had done. Jesus dismissed the 
question as unthinking and 
stupid. Both pastors were un¬ 
equivocal that the concentra¬ 
tion of the true Christian is 
on care, and the affliction’s 
origin is inconsequential. 

What are these volunteers 
getting from their service? 
Very similar answers came 
from Dorothy Edminster of 
St. Edmund’s and Pat Bowlin 
of St. Andrews. “I found my¬ 
self among people I recog¬ 
nized as superior, because 
they were doing something 
for unfortunate others,” Ed¬ 
minster said. Bowlin, whose 
son Tom died of AIDS, has 
found similar satisfaction. “It 
is rewarding to reach out 
with love and support,” she 
stated. 

For both women, under¬ 
standing of gay people has in¬ 
creased through their AIDS 
work. “I found that gay peo¬ 
ple can be a joy!” Edminster 
declared. After eight years of 
various kinds of work with 
ELLIPSE, Edminster’s 
granddaughter came out to 
her at age 20. Her reply was a 
simple, “That’s nice, dear.” 


For Pozar and Newall, 
feelings about homosexuality 
have not changed materially. 
Their concentration has been 
on helping patients. But while 
they maintain a comparative¬ 
ly neutral attitude toward gay 
sexual orientation, they have 
strong feelings against the 
bigots who parade with such 
signs as “God Hates Fags” 
and “Praise God for AIDS.” 

“That is completely foreign 
to us,” Pozar replied. “Those 
people know nothing about 
Christianity. We don’t preach 
a god of plagues.” 

Newall’s reaction was 
much similar. “God calls us to 
love all people. I am not 
aware that God has com¬ 
manded hate. We recognize 
that we are all sinners, but 
we confess within the context 
of our worship services.” 

Volunteers Edminster and 
Bowlin were more physical: 
“They make me sick,” and 
“They make me throw up.” 
Both emphasized that such 
condemners “don’t believe in 
a God of love.” 

Pozar is ready go another 
step in service. He is making 
arrangements with ELLIPSE 
to have a support group for 
the volunteers to meet in the 
north county. The leader 
would be contracted by ED 
LIPSE, and counseling would 
be available for participants, 
especially those acting as bud- 
dies. 

Also, he will probably be 
attending a national Lutheran 
AIDS conference in Santa 
Monica in February. 

ELLIPSE Director Colette 
Hoffman is most enthusiastic 
about the established and ex¬ 
panding services for the north 
county. “This is exactly what 
Surgeon General Elders 
meant when she was here 
and emphasizing community 
committment as important in 
caring for AIDS clients,” 
Hoffman stated.

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Warwick 
'Insulted'

Singer Dionne Warwick is 
angry about an ABC News 
Day One story that said 
some of her glitzy charity 
functions have reaped little 
for their non-profit organiza¬ 
tions or even cost them mon¬ 
ey because she and her large 
entourage stay in top- of-the- 
line hotels and rack up other 
bills. 

The report said on paper 
Warwick has raised about $3 
million for AIDS organiza¬ 
tions and other groups since 
1989, but only about $50,000 — 
less than two percent — of that 
has been turned over to the 
non-profit causes. A spokes¬ 
person for Warwick said the 
entertainer has a successful 
record of organizing benefits,

and raised $2 million for 
AIDS causes with her record¬ 
ing of “That’s What Friends 
Are For.” 

“Ms. Warwick goes into ev¬ 
ery benefit with the mind-set 
that what she is doing is go¬ 
ing to raise funds and help 
those in need,” said her 
spokesman, David Brokaw. 
“When a benefit begins, she is 
presented with facts and bud¬ 
gets by the venues before 
agreeing to lend her name, 
time, and talents. ... If the 
facts change along the way 
and the benefit begins to look 
like it will cost a lot of mon¬ 
ey, this is not Dionne War- 


'Mistake' Gay Bashing 
Killer Gets Four Years

SAN DIEGO - The sec¬ 
ond man convicted in a high¬ 
ly publicized gay-bashing 
murder of a 17-year-old boy in 
San Diego was sentenced Oc¬ 
tober 27 to four years in state 
prison. 

A $1,000 fine was also 
levied against Michael DiPao- 
lo, 25, who pleaded guilty 
September 28 to involuntary 
manslaughter in the Decem¬ 
ber 13, 1991, death of John 
Wear. 

DiPaolo was with Eddie 
Barton, 26, who actually 
stabbed Wear twice after 
yelling anti-gay epithets at 
Wear and two friends, none 
of whom were homosexual. 


The teenage victims were 
walking in the predominately 
gay San Diego community of 
Hillcrest. 

Barton was found guilty of 
second-degree murder on 
June 14, and the same jury 
deadlocked ten to two for ac¬ 
quittal of DiPaolo. Barton is 
now serving 20-years-to-life in 
prison. 

Superior Court Judge Al¬ 
lan Preckel gave DiPaolo 
credit for 669 days previously 
spent in jail, which is to be 
subtracted from the four-year 
term. 

The mothers of both Wear 
and his friend Brian Baird, 
who was stabbed with the 
same knife, were present for 
DiPaolo’s sentencing. ▼ 


Pickett Officially Named 
New Warden of Vacaville

Thursday, November 4, Gov¬ 
ernor Pete Wilson named 
longtime penal official 
Michael Pickett as warden of 
the troubled California Medi¬ 
cal Facility at Vacaville. 

Pickett, 48, will lead the 
prison medical center that has 
been accused of providing 
substandard care for inmates 
with AIDS and other dis¬ 
eases. 

During his 24 years with 
the Department of Correc¬ 
tions, Pickett has served in a 
series of facilities. Most re¬ 
cently, he served as warden 
the California Institute for 
Men in Chino. 

At Vacaville, Pickett will 


oversee medical care that has 
been a source of contention in 
recent years. 

Last year, state prison di¬ 
rector James Gomez appoint¬ 
ed an ombudsman for the fa¬ 
cility to oversee medical care 
for inmates. His decision 
came in the wake of an As¬ 
sembly report that concluded 
inadequate care might have 
contributed to the deaths of 
four inmates with AIDS at 
Vacaville. 

Just this summer, AIDS ac¬ 
tivists criticized the facility 
for not allowing an inmate 
dying of AIDS to spend his 
last days at home with his 
mother. 

Pickett could not be 
reached for comment on his 
appointment. T

Garrison-Jackson’s first 
chance for a service break 
came in the fourth game of 
the second set as she blasted 
a service return past 
Navratilova to go up 3-1—Tn 
the second set. 


Navratilova answered by 
breaking back. 

With Garrison-Jackson 
ahead 3-2 in the set, the two 
players returned to the court 
following their exchange and 
received a hearty cheer from 
the Coliseum crowd. 
Navratilova’s fans seemed to 
be urging her to keep her mo¬ 
mentum, while Garrison-Jack¬ 
son’s supporters cheered as if 
to acknowledged it was now 
or never. 

And Garrison-Jackson re¬ 
sponded to that call by break¬ 
ing Navratilova’s serve a sec¬ 
ond time—this time in four 
straight points, capped by a 
blistering cross-court back¬ 
hand. 

Another four points, and 
Garrison-Jackson had held 
serve, as Navratilova netted 
one, hit wide, hit wide again, 
and then found herself at the 
net prey to Garrison-Jackson’s 
passing shot.

“You have to win those big 
points when the points are 
there,” said Garrison-Jackson 
after the match. And on this 
day, it was Navratilova who 
won the big points when she 
needed them. 

“This makes me want to 
play another twenty years,” 
Navratilova told the crowd as 
they cheered her during the 
awards ceremony. 

Comparing her game to 
Garrison-Jackson’s after the 
match, Navratilova said “I 
have a little more power be¬ 
hind the ball. The biggest dif¬ 
ference between our games is 


the second serve. I can attack 
her second serve a lot better 
than she can attack mine.” 

Navratilova called the first 
set the best she had played all 
tournament, saying “every¬ 
thing was working.” 

Going into the tie-breaker, 
Navratilova’s confidence was 
rooted in her knowledge that 
she has an excellent winning 
percentage in tie-breaker 
play. “I was winning a lot 
more points on her serve than 
she was on mine. It turned 
out to be an easy tie breaker. 
I played well. I played a fault¬ 
less tie-breaker. That’s what 
I’ve been doing and that’s 
why I’ve been winning them. 


So I was very confident going 
into it.” 

Navratilova called the vic¬ 
tory “sweet” and noted the 
crowd’s support. “I feel like 
they’re right there, they’re 
honestly pulling for me. It’s 
not like they’re fickle, like if I 
threw a temper tantrum 
they’d turn on me and start 
pulling for the other guy.” 

Judging from the cheers, 
the crowd of women seeking 
Navratilova’s autograph, and 
the number of people who 
cleared out before the dou¬ 
bles final had even started, 
she’s right—the Bay Area 
loves Navratilova. 

And how does Navratilova 
feel about the Bay Area? “I 
love the energy here,” she 
said. “They’re really trying to 
do positive community things 
here, more than I find in oth¬ 
er cities. People are quite hap¬ 
py to live next to one anoth¬ 
er, regardless of color, or sex¬ 
ual preference or orientation. 
Everybody gets along. It’s a 
good energy here. I really like 
it. The only thing missing 
here is greenery. Like if I 
were to live here, I wouldn’t 
have a yard. You don’t have 
yards! You can’t have ani¬ 
mals. But otherwise, the city 
has everything. It’s beauti¬ 
ful—physically beautiful and 
spiritually it’s wonderful.”

Did Clinton PickaBigot 
To Enforce Civil Rights?

WASHINGTON - John 
Payton, the leading candidate 
for nomination by President 
Clinton to become Assistant 
Attorney General for Civil 
Rights, is under mounting at¬ 
tacks from lesbians and gays 
for what they view as possible 
anti-gay bias. 

Opposition to Payton es¬ 
calated with a letter sent No¬ 
vember 8 to Attorney General 
Janet Reno from the Gay and 
Lesbian Activist of Washing¬ 
ton (GLAA). In the letter, 
GLAA president Jeff Coudriet 
questioned several actions and 
legal briefs that have come out 
of Payton’s office of Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel for the District of 
Columbia, the city’s legal of¬ 
fice. 

Chief among them were 
positions the government has 
taken on the Dean-Gioll gay 
marriage case. Gay leaders 
have unanimously condemned 
those actions as a complete 
misrepresentation of the 
District’s Human Rights Act. 
The believe the city’s actions 
threaten to gut that basic anti- 
discrimination protection for 
all citizens of Washington. 

GLAA’s letter to Reno read 
in part: “We are concerned that 
under Mr. Payton’s direction, 
this city’s argument was based 
on a devastating reading of the 
D.C. Human Rights Act and 
also blithely cited Bowers v. 
Hardwick as well, even after 
the D.C. sodomy statute had 
been reformed by the City 
Council, signed by the Mayor, 
and passed the Congressional 
review period. 

“Bowers v. Hardwick is our 
community’s Dred Scott deci¬ 
sion [the infamous 1857 
Supreme Court ruling that 
declared a Negro slave proper¬ 
ty and not a citizen] and I urge 
you not to sully President Clin¬ 
ton’s record on gays and les¬ 
bian issues any further until 
after Mr. Payton has answered 
our questions about the Dean 
case. ... 

“The question that we are 
asking ourselves is, will Mr. 
Payton do what is right and 
truly be an advocate for our 
civil rights, or will he, at the 
command of his administra¬ 
tion and by any means neces¬ 
sary, find a way to argue 
against our civil rights, much 
like he has in the Dean-Gill 
case? His actions in this case to 
not build our confidence. 

GLAA called for a meeting 
with Payton to discuss these 
matters and concluded with, 
“until such time we must stand 
in opposition to his nomina¬ 
tion.” 

The facts of the Dean case 
are clear cut. What is not so 
clear is who is responsible for 
those decisions. 

Don Haines, board member 
of Gay and Lesbian Attorneys 
of Washington (GAYLAW), 
had a meeting October 28 with 
Karen Tramontano, the open¬ 
ly lesbian chief of staff to 
Mayor Sharon Pratt Kelly, and 
became convinced that the 
Kelly administration had 
“made a policy that it was will¬ 
ing to gut the Human Rights 
Act to stop gay marriages.” 
Thus he holds the Mayor, not 
Payton, responsible for posi¬ 
tions the District has taken in 
the case. 


Complicating the matter fur¬ 
ther is the issue of attorney- 
client privilege which pre¬ 
cludes Payton from speaking 
openly of the role he played in 
formulating the city’s position. 

Tom Bastow, a long time gay 
activist and attorney in the 
Corporate Counsel’s office, 
defends Payton and supports 
his candidacy. He points to pro¬ 
gay actions that Payton has 
taken, such as testifying in 
favor of the District’s domestic 
partnership legislation. The 
only problem is that these on 
the record activities were also 
taken in his role as legal repre¬ 
sentative of the District, sup¬ 
porting official government 
policies. Again, it is impossible 
to ascertain his personal views 
or the degree of responsibility 
he had in those decisions. 

The GLAA letter is but the 
latest step in an ongoingstory. 
The Dean case began in 1990 
and has continued through 
various stages, most recently 
on November 2 when oral 
arguments were heard at the 
appeals court level. Gay and 
lesbian groups were shocked 
and dismayed by the city’s 
position at every step. 

In May, when Payton’s name 
was raised in connection with 
another possible appointment, 
U.S. Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, local organiza¬ 
tions and the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund (HRCF) all 
expressed the community’s 
concerns to the administra¬ 
tion. 

At a meeting called October 
7 by HRCF political director 
Eric Rosenthal, both local ac¬ 
tivists and national represen¬ 
tatives of traditional civil 
rights organizations sat down 
to discuss Payton’s record. 

Coudriet recalls that 
NAACP representative Wade 
Henderson “made a point, sort 
of strongly I thought: We back¬ 
ed you on the military, sit 
down and shut up about Pay- 
ton,” is the way he paraphrased 
Henderson’s comments. 

Another participant, local 
activist and attorney Barrett 
Brick, didn’t feel that the civil 
rights groups were really open 
to discussing the issues. He 
viewed their participation as 
pro forma. 

Brick’s position is to “oppose 
him [Payton] as a position and 
raise the issue to the White 
House as quickly as possible to 
attempt to derail the nomina¬ 
tion. If it goes through, oppose 
him in testimony before the 
Senate.” 

Rosenthal spoke exclusively 
but gingerly of HRCF’s role in 
the controversy. The organiza- 
iton has been treading deli¬ 
cately throughout. On one side 
is the lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity, largely but not universal¬ 
ly questioning Payton’s suita¬ 
bility. 

On the other hand is their 
budding relationship with the 
traditional civil rights organi¬ 
zations, ties which have 
strengthened measurably over 
the last year working together 
on the March on Washington 
and military ban. Their active 
support is crucial for any hope 
of passage of the federal les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights bill. 
They have been actively sup¬ 
porting Payton. 

“The bottom line question 
is,” said Rosenthal, “whose

fault is it what the [Dean] brief 
says? There is at least some 
ambiguity in my mind.” Be¬ 
cause of that ambiguity HRCF 
has not taken a position on 
Payton’s candidacy. They are 
not likely to take a position 
before he is nominated, which 
is the easier time period to 
derail a person you oppose. 

Rosenthal said that “one 
major focus” of the HRCF will 
be to make sure that “when 
this nomination comes to the 
Senate Judiciar Committee, 
that there be questions asked 
about his position on lesbian 
and gay civil rights and how 
high they would be on his 
agenda if he were confirmed.” 

Ordinarily, opposition from 
the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity would have little impact 
upon the fate of a candidate for 
appointment, even to a posi¬ 
tion so important to the com¬ 
munity as Assistant Attorney 
General for Civil Rights. How¬ 
ever, a schism appears to have 
developed within some ele¬ 
ments of the black and tradi¬ 
tional civil rights com¬ 
munities. 

While the latter has been 
supportive of Payton, a story 
that broke November 5 in the 
Washington Post said that the 
announcement of Payton’s 
nomination by the White 
House had been delayed be¬ 
cause of less than enthusiastic 
support within the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus. 

Some observers trace it to a 
newspaper account which 
revealed that Payton had 
seldom bothered to vote in 
elections and to discussions 
with Caucus members which 
revealed his unfamiliarity with 
a recent Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion having a major impact on 
the Voting Rights Act. 

Several of the freshman 
members of the Caucus come 
from newly redrawn, unusual¬ 
ly shaped congressional 
districts created to increase the 
likelihood of minority repre¬ 
sentation. Many of those boun¬ 
daries are under court chal¬ 
lenge by people claiming 
reverse discrimination. Per¬ 
haps, the speculation goes, 
they fear that Payton’s per¬ 
sonal disinterest in voting 
would carry over to not 
vigorously defending those 
district lines or future voting 
rights violations in legal 
challenges. 

A second line of speculation 
is that opposition to Payton 
does not so much focus on the 
man as reflect ongoing dif¬ 
ferences the Caucus has had 
with Clinton. In this scenario 
Payton is merely the available 
pawn for other issues. 

Whatever the reason, it 
means that, one year after his 
election, Bill Clinton still has a 
vacancy at the post of Assistant 
Attorney General for Civil 
Rights. This latest delay means 
that even if the nomination is 
made immediately, there will 
not be sufficient time for in¬ 
vestigations, hearings, and 
confirmation before this ses¬ 
sion of Congress ends. Thus 
the position will remain vacant 
well into next year. ▼

Victory Fund Lauds 
Clinton's Gay Appointees

WASHINGTON - The Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund in¬ 
troduced the openly gay and 
lesbian appointees of the Clin¬ 
ton Administration to the press 
at a breakfast reception on No¬ 
vember 2. 

The ceremony was billed as 
“marking the first anniversary 
of Bill Clinton’s election as 
president.’’ It also marked the 
conclusion of Coalition ’93, a 
joint effort of 19 lesbian and 
gay organizations coordinated 
by Andrew Barrer at the Vic¬ 
tory Fund, to achieve these ap¬ 
pointments. 

Executive Director William 
Waybourn said that the Vic¬ 
tory Fund decided on the pro¬ 
gram and its process at a board 
meeting in October 1992. 

Wayburn said that soon after 
the election the coalition built 
working groups around the 
country that mirrored the 
functional clusters of the 
presidential transition team. 
They were also able to place 12 
openly gay or lesbian mem¬ 
bers on the transition team, 
and coordinate with nine other 
closeted people working there, 
giving them inside informa¬ 
tion and access to the staffing 
process. 

At the same time, they 
created a “sort of peer review 
type process” to identify, 
recruit, and screen possible 
candidates for submission to 
the administration. The public 
affairs firm of Ogilvy, Adams 
& Rinehart assisted in helping 
the candidates prepare their 
resumes and application pack¬ 
ages. 

Waybourn says the Victory 
Fund had a goal of at least five 
senior level appointments, 
some of which would require 
Senate confirmation. The total 
has reached 22, although most 
in the group are below the 
senior level they targeted. 

The most prominent are 
Roberta Achtenberg, Assistant 
Secretary for Fair Housing 
and Equal Opportunity at the 
Department of Housing, and 
Bruce Lehman, Assistant Sec¬ 
retary and Commissioner of 
Patents and Trademarks at the 
Department of Commerce. 
Both required Senate confir¬ 
mation. It is the first time that 
an openly gay or lesbian per¬ 
son has gone through that pro¬ 
cess. 

Waybourn says the group 
specifically rejected targeting 
areas that were of importance 
to the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, in deference to the con¬ 
cept of mainstreaming. It did 
not go after specific slots “be¬ 
cause you run into the political 
processes of other organized 
groups, and so we kept ours 
purposefully vague.” 

He makes the point that 
these are not ghettoized jobs 
such as liaison to the lesbian 
and gay community. He cited 
the Carter administration 
where “one person ended up 
being a gatekeeper for the 
community, and we didn’t 
want that. We wanted to be 
able to put people into all areas 
of the administration.” 

Critics argue that in fact, the 
two need not be antagonistic. 
Coalition ’93 could have 
targeted a handful of positions 
— perhaps the AIDS Czar, the

Civil Rights Commission, 
Equal Employment Opportu¬ 
nity Commission, and certain 
slots in the departments of 
Justice and Health and Human 
Services — for special atten¬ 
tion because of their impor¬ 
tance to the community. 

Some activists say it was im¬ 
portant that the community 
have input into these positions 
whether the candidate was gay 
or not. And that such an effort 
need not have detracted from 
the broader effort to 
mainstream gays and lesbians 
into the entire administration. 

Perhaps the most pointed 
commentary comes from 
Washington attorney Barrett 
Brick. He said, “What they 
have done is nominate people 
who either were already 
bought and paid for, or who 
gave lots of money.” Further¬ 
more, they “have not been put 
in any position whatsoever 
that really benefits the lesbian 
and gay community.” 

While acknowledging the 
longer term educational bene¬ 
fit of having openly gay and 
lesbian appointments every¬ 
where, Brick feels that shorter 
term interests of the commu¬ 
nity should have been given at 
least equal weight, and they 
weren’t. 

Waybourn’s response is 
“that is not within the purview 
of the Victory Fund.” He defers 
to groups such as the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, ACT 
UP, and the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. “We are 
ther just to promote openly gay 
and lesbian people into public 
office.” 

It is a position which claims 
credit for appointments, yet 
denies responsibility for them. 
Some find that unsettling. 

The most broadly 
derogatory criticisms of Coali¬ 
tion ’93 effort come from a 
number of people affiliated 
with ACT UP who believe that 
the Clinton administration is 
so antithetical to their interests 
that they condemned people 
for going to work for it. 

Michael Petrelis, speaking 
for the new organization Gay 
and Lesbian Americans, ex¬ 
pressed concern that the event 
would be interpreted as an en¬ 
dorsement of the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration. 

That interpretation would 
not be a difficult one to make: 
the initial paragraph of the 


Victory Fund news release 
touted the event as a “cere¬ 
mony” to mark “the first anni¬ 
versary of Bill Clinton’s elec¬ 
tion as president,” while its 
closing sentence read: “No 
other administration in histo¬ 
ry has been so committed to 
naming open lesbians and gay 
men to such public positions.” 

Clinton also sent his “special 
regards” in a letter to the event, 
a copy of which was included 
in the press kit. It read as 
generically positive, yet non¬ 
committal on specifics. ▼

Incidentally, 
Woolsey’s son, Michael, is a 
respected activist in the San 
Francisco gay and lesbian 
community. 

Rumors are picking up 
steam that if San Mateo As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Speier 
decides to run for statewide 
office next year, former San 
Mateo Supervisor Tom Nolan 
might run for her Assembly 
seat. 

More candidates: look for 
gay SF School Board Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano to run 


for supervisor next year. 
Bruce Quan, a longtime Chi- 
nese-American activist, has al¬ 
ready announced he will seek 
a supe seat. 

And in Washington they’re 
saying that HUD Secretary 
Henry Cisneros, former may¬ 
or of San Antonio, is being 
urged by big-name Democrats 
(President Clinton among 
them) to return to Texas to 
take on Kay Hutchinson, the 
GOP’s newly elected — but re¬ 
cently indicted — U.S. senator 
in next year’s election, leaving 
the top spot at HUD open.

Discovery Channel's ATime of AIDS 
Documents the Epidemic's Early Days

While the hoopla over the 
slightly fictionalized version 
of Randy Shilts’s And The 
Band Played On — and the re¬ 
sultant controversy over its 
content and “sellability” — 
plays on, another, more com¬ 
prehensive version of the ear¬ 
ly events of the AIDS pan¬ 
demic has been produced by 
another cable channel. 

A Time of AIDS, pro¬ 
duced and directed by 
Katherine Carpenter for the 
Discovery Channel and the 
BBC’s Channel Four, ambi¬ 
tiously encompasses all the 
topics in And The Band 
Played On and covers other 
areas the HBO film complete¬ 
ly left out. 

Narrated in the American 
version by actor Alec Bald¬ 
win, the film carries an air of 
import that only occasionally 
falls flat. Part One focuses on 
the early years, with lots of 
panicked eerie music and 
postcard footage of the major 
infection points: New York, 
San Francisco, and Los Ange¬ 
les. Interviews with Selma 
Dritz, Dr. Marcus Conant, 
and others provide a docu- 
version of the story of how 
the early stages of AIDS were 
detected in gay white men in 
New York and San Francis¬ 
co. 

Using rapid jump cuts of 
city streets, gay crowds, 
planes, planes, and more 
planes, the film attempts to 
capture a sense of immediacy, 
intercut with talking head in¬ 
terviews of by now too famil¬ 
iar authorities. People With 
AIDS Coalition founder 
Michael Callan once again 
lists his litany of sexually 
transmitted diseases. Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis President 
Rodger McFarlane is shown 
rushing from cab to cab and 
smoking in front of neon 
lights, like some sort of cross 
between Columbo and John 
Rechy. At one point the sur¬ 
viving lover of Terrence Hig¬ 
gins tells of the moment he 
found out about Higgins’s 
death, and the film then cuts to 
a shot of dead flowers. 

The first parts of the film 
are too filled with similarly 
unintentionally awkward vi¬ 
sual metaphors. But consider¬ 
ing this is one of the first 
shows broadcast by the Dis¬ 
covery Channel about AIDS 
or gay folk, it is an impressive 
work nevertheless. 

Like And the Band Played 
On, the film focuses on a few 
very concerned people at the 
CDC: how they did every¬ 
thing they could and “worked 
’round the clock.” It doesn’t 
get around to naming those 
whom Conant accuses of let¬ 
ting AIDS drop, the higher- 
ups, with the exception of the 
CDC’s James Curran, who re¬ 
counts his apathy as if he 
were still right. 

A Time of AIDS also 
retells the Gaeten Dugas “Pa¬ 
tient Zero” theory, with an¬ 
other nauseating montage of 
plane shots and photos of the 
blonde airline steward who 
recklessly infected perhaps 
hundreds of other men, know¬ 
ing he had Kaposi’s Sarcoma, 
among other infections. Bill 
Darrow, who went to inter¬ 
view many of the first cases 
of KS, is shown driving from 
one place to another. Dr. 
Mary Guinan, one of the first 
doctors to put the Dugas puz¬ 


zle together, is also inter¬ 
viewed, with touching sympa¬ 
thy, then shown walking up 
and down halls, her high 
heels clicking. 

Part One ends with Larry 
Kramer’s scathing prediction 
that the joyous sexual free¬ 
dom would be our undoing. 

HTLV-III and LAV 

Part Two hops from a 
small village in Africa rav¬ 
aged by a strange disease, to 
the Award-crowded office — 
and leering face — of Dr. 
Robert Gallo, to the Institute 
Pasteur in Paris for the intro¬ 
duction of Luc Montagnier 
and a hokey dramatization of 
the famous lymph node sam¬ 
ple being taken there. 

The controversy about 
LAV (the virus Montagnier 
discovered and sent to Gallo’s 
lab) vs. HTLV-III (the identi¬ 
cal virus that subsequently 
came out of Gallo’s lab, which 
the American scientist 
claimed to have discovered) is 
fully covered, along with

footage of the original press 
conference where a laryngitis- 
sore Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices director inaccurately 
credits Gallo (and therefore 
the American government 
laboratories and the do-noth¬ 
ing government) with finding 
the “virus that causes AIDS.” 

Following the Cold Harbor 
Springs Long Island Confer¬ 
ence, CDC researcher (and 
Band Played On main char¬ 
acter) Don Francis describes 
Gallo’s reaction as an “acid- 
tongued ... lambasting” of 
Montagnier’s findings. Gallo, 
interviewed for this film, in¬ 
criminates himself by saying 
it is “utterly ridiculous” to 
think that his obsession with 
proving HTLV as the cause 
of AIDS delayed important 
scientific research. 

The film also shows how 
business concerns led to a de¬ 
liberate decision to allow 
tainted blood to be used in 
American blood banks. The 
chair of the blood banks, a 
Dr. Bove, even admits in a 
quoted letter deliberately de¬ 
laying the necessary steps to 
check blood banks for AIDS. 

To illustrate how AIDS 
was unequivocally proven to 
be heterosexually transmit¬ 
ted, the film moves to a 
Uganda hospital where “Slim 
disease” was reaching epi¬ 
demic proportions. It is in sec¬ 
tions like these that A Time 
of AIDS stands out, for it is 
one of few films that shows 
more than cursory footage of 
African doctors and PWAs.

Swarm and smarm 

Enter the media swarm. 
Part Three opens with the 
1985 Rock Hudson death, 
moves to McFarlane’s appear¬ 
ance on hatemeister Morton 
Downey’s television show, 
and then to interviews and 
rare footage of the Ray fami¬ 
ly, which was burned out of 
its Arcadia, Florida home. 
Even the Ray’s own homo- 
phobic Baptist preacher is 
caught on tape. 

Brooklyn kid-with-AIDS 
Joey DiPaolo and his mom, as 
well as the two surviving Ray 
brothers, provide amazingly 
blunt and positive statements 
on the ways to fight AIDS- 
phobia. 

Fear of AIDS also ran 
rampant in Britain, and the 
fight to get AIDS info on the 
air and into homes through 
the repressive Thatcher ad¬ 
ministration is shown, along 
with some of the most 
hideous commercials — one of 
which shows the Grim 
Reaper bowling! 

Back in the U.S., despite 
the work of Surgeon General 
Koop, the Reagan Adminis¬ 
tration was still in denial — or, 
the film suggests, fear. “It 
wasn’t fear,” says Koop on 
tape. “It was hatred.” 

This leads to the anger of 
people, fed up with govern¬ 
mental inaction, and how 
Martin Delaney began taking 
trips to Mexico for drugs, 
which led to the growth of 
Project Inform. Meanwhile, at 
New York’s Beth Israel Hos¬ 
pital, there is increasing be¬ 
liefs in AZT’s worth. 

The exorbitant price of 
AZT, the nation’s first ap¬ 
proved AIDS medicine, is 
seen in the film as the impe¬ 
tus for Kramer’s subsequent 
call to arms. ACT UPers are 
shown at its first action, shut¬ 
ting down Wall Street in 
1988, after which ACT UP’s 
ubiquitous Peter Staley is in¬ 
terviewed. The inefficacy of 
AZT is cited, followed by the 
first Names Project Quilt ex¬ 
hibit in Washington and an 
interview with its founder 
Cleve Jones, who admits it is 
both “beautiful” and “a mon¬ 
strosity.” 

Iris Davis addresses the in¬ 
visible epidemic among het¬ 
erosexual people of color in 
New York City. Dr. Joseph 
Sonnabend addresses his dif¬ 
ferences with the AMA med¬ 
ical establishment, through 
his individual treatments of 
opportunistic infections. 

Finally, there is great

CBS: 

Wrong on Rights

I n an otherwise compe¬ 
tent segment of the CBS 
Evening News Monday, 
November 1, news corre¬ 
spondent Scott Pelley gave 
this explanation of Colorado’s 
Amendment 2: “Basically, 
Amendment 2 says that homo¬ 
sexuals can have no special le¬ 
gal rights in Colorado.” The 
reporter put a 
great deal of _ 

emphasis on the 
word “special.” 

Pelley’s ex¬ 
planation is not 
factual, of 
course. Amend¬ 
ment 2 says 
nothing about 
“special legal 
rights.” Instead, __ 

the amendment 
clearly denies 
equal rights to lesbians, gays 
and bisexuals. 

Pelley’s use of the term 
“special rights” is particularly 
disturbing because it repre¬ 
sents a capitulation to the cam¬ 
paign of misinformation being 
waged by the religious right. 
The phrase “special rights” 
was invented by these bigots 
to promote hate legislation 
that, in fact, denies equal 
rights to lesbians and gays. 
Now they’ve managed to put 
words in the mouth of a na¬ 
tional news correspondent. 

Let CBS know that corre¬ 
spondent Scott Pelley is par¬ 
roting homophobic lies. De¬ 
mand that the network offer 
an immediate, on-air retrac¬ 
tion. If the network insists on 
using the phrase “special 
rights,” then challenge CBS 
news to provide even one ex¬ 
ample of just one of these 
mythical protections.

According to the 
latest missive from PBS 
spokesperson Dana Tilghman, 
the program “falls outside of 
our general program accep¬ 
tance standards.”

commissioning, and distribut¬ 
ing the best programs, from 
all vantage points, that other¬ 
wise would not be available 
on television.” 

Unfortunately, Tilghman is 
exceedingly vague about just 
what the PBS “program accep¬ 
tance standards are.” We can 
only wonder how endless doc¬ 
umentaries about the British 
royal family, instructional rug 
weaving pro- 
_ grams shot 

the 1970s, and 
Wall Street 
Week all live 
up to those 
awe-inspiring 
“program stan¬ 
dards.” 

The Public 
Broadcasting 
System has per¬ 
sistently refused 
to supply the 
public with any concrete ex¬ 
planation PBS “program 
acceptance standards.” Write 
and ask for a copy of those 
guidelines, and ask when we 
will finally see regular gay and 
lesbian programming on the 
PBS network.

Censorship at 
Chapel Hill High 

Principal Charles Patterson 
of Chapel Hill High School in 
North Carolina has suspended 
the use of books by gay and 
lesbian writers for a literature 
class taught by openly gay 
teacher David Burton. The 
four contested books were not 
required reading, but were in¬ 
cluded on a list provided to 
students as part of a multicul¬ 
tural literature project. The en¬ 
tire project was suspended on 
October 18 after one parent 
objected to books, such as The 
Gay Fireside Companion, that 
contained references to lesbian 
and gay sex. Chapel Hill 
Board of Education member 
Ken Turow has also con¬ 
demned the books for being 
“too sexually explicit.”

footage of the NIH demo at 
Bethesda, Maryland, again 
with Staley, who was the first 
to get busted at that event. 
His speech at the next AIDS 
conference in San Francisco 
serves as symbol of ACT 
UP’s infiltration of the AIDS 
establishment, and a hope for 
a voice of PWAs. 


Fear and loathing 

Part Four focuses on fear 
and legal horrors of infection. 
British tabloid sensationalism 
of AIDS “killers,” a stigma¬ 
tized British family of 
hemophiliacs, the case of a 
straight man convicted in 
Florida of attempted murder 
through HIV, a southern 
hemophiliac couple arrested 
for using pot to delay symp¬ 
toms - all these examples 
pose the questions of confi¬ 
dentiality, legal threats, viral 
panic, and viral apartheid. 

The focus shifts again to 
Basaka, Uganda, then to 
David Ho, whose studies 
claim the virus has been 
around for decades, spread 
from traders, smugglers, and 
sailors. Another scientist who 
claims an animal crossover is 
featured, as is Berkeley pro¬ 
fessor Peter Duesberg, who 
claims HIV does not cause 
AIDS — as does Montagnier 
by this time. The spiral of 
drama plays itself out again 
with the additional allegations 
against Gallo, whose dye job 
doesn’t help to convince any¬ 
one of his innocence.

More criminal negligence is 
targeted with the Paris blood 
scandal, subsequent protests, 
and French researcher Jaques 
Leibovitch’s outrage at the 
French government’s refusal 
to allow the American Abbot- 
produced Elisa tests to be 
used, a decision based on 
greed which may have, with 
callous foreknowledge, infect¬ 
ed over 3,000 people. 

This moves from footage 
and opinions at the Berlin 
AIDS Conference, then segues 
into Thailand’s AIDS pandem¬ 
ic, where over one in five pros¬ 
titutes tested are HIV-positive. 
Also included is some great 
footage of a safe sex instructor 
telling a group of Thai sex 
workers the “13 sexy ways to 
get a customer to use a con¬ 
dom.” 


The equally expanding epi¬ 
demic in India is shown with 
Dr. Kilarda of Bombay, who 
roves through red light dis¬ 
tricts distributing condoms. As 
the epidemic expands, the film 
maintains an international ap¬ 
proach, something most, if not 
all, American shows about 
AIDS have failed to do. It 
shows the epidemic from dif¬ 
ferent continents, and never 
suffers from American geocen¬ 
trism. Towards the end of the 
series, as if overwhelmed by 
the sheer enormity of informa¬ 
tion and examples, the films’ 
flashy re-creations and stock 
footage are dispensed with in 
favor of crisp, recent footage 
of real people. 

Even with its tendency to 
focus a bit too much on the 
celebrities of the field, and 
with its occasional sensational¬ 
ism and other idiosyncrasies, 
its exhausting array of footage, 
interviews, and statistics make 
A Time of AIDS incompara¬ 
bly ambitious in its breadth, 
covering AIDS from its eerie 
introductions to its sprawling 
position around the world. It 
equally covers gays, hemophil¬ 
iacs, and kids, while maintain¬ 
ing compelling viewpoints 
from its crusaders, criminals, 
and survivors.

Mythical Beasts

S ome people really en¬ 
joy boycotts; they’ve 
never seen one they 
didn’t like. It gives 
them a sense of political cor¬ 
rectness, purity and power (or 
“the three Ps”). Others can’t 
stand any hint of them, and 
find them a confusing and 
pointless interference in their 
pursuit of the consumer 
lifestyle. Most reasonable peo¬ 
ple will support the notion of 
a Good Boycott — assuming

that’s not an entirely mythical 
beast — which ideally is brief, 
high-profile and inflicts hard¬ 
ship only on the boycottee. 
Gay activists in Cincinnati 
have raised the call for a boy¬ 
cott of that city to avenge the 
recent repeal of its year-old 
gay rights legislation, but it 
looks likely to be a lukewarm 
protest. 

The obvious precedent for 
the Cincinnati action is last 
year’s Colorado boycott, insti¬ 
tuted after the narrow and 
bitterly contested passage of a 
state law overturning several 
local gay rights ordinances. 
That effort was a moderate 
success, for although Col¬ 
orado did an OK holiday 
trade, it did lose a number of 
high-profile conventions and 
took a lot of bad PR. As it 
happens, a court challenge al¬ 
most immediately succeeded 
in setting aside the new law, 
at least temporarily. Although 


this cannot really being at¬ 
tributed to the boycott, it 
would still have been a good 
occasion to declare “Victory!” 
and end the Colorado cam¬ 
paign on a high note. The 
hard part with boycotts is 
knowing when and how to 
turn them off. 

Colorado was a good can¬ 
didate for sanctions because 
of its highly vulnerable 
tourist market, which showed 
visible damage from even the 
relatively small losses in¬ 
curred by the temporary de¬ 
fection of its guppy clientele 
(who, ironically, seem to have 
rerouted their skiing jaunts to 
next-door Utah, not usually 
considered a gay-friendly 
state). It’s not at all clear to 
me that Cincinnati will wither 
if its gay tourist trade is cut 
off, and a boycott that dismal¬ 
ly flops, or merely stagnates, 
would probably do more local 
damage to the cause of gay 
rights than the legislation it 
seeks to punish. 

If the Cincinnati activists 
really want to reverse the 
new law, their best bet would 
be to challenge it in court (see 
story next page), like the gay 
rights advocates have done in 
Colorado. If they think public 
opinion in Ohio is favorable, 
they could try superseding 
the local ordinance with legis¬ 
lation on the state level 
(which is what the fundamen¬ 
talists succeeded in doing in 
Colorado.) 

Overall, the courts seem 
the safer route. Even in San 
Francisco, the international 
queer mecca, we barely suc¬ 


ceeded in passing a domestic 
partnership law — and a 
rather feeble one at that. Nor 
have gay rights bills any¬ 
where ever provided much 
for the community aside from 
a symbolic victory, and more 
often than not, they set the 
stage for a humiliating set¬ 
back when a stealthily passed 
and minimally protective law 
is swiftly and decisively 
trashed in a loud and ugly ref¬ 
erendum. 

If, as I suspect, the would- 
be boycotters intend a purely 
symbolic protest, they would 
do far better to burn down 
their City Hall. One small riot 
does more for local queer 
clout than a slew of half- 
baked economic sanctions 
and/or toothless ordinances. 


Banking on Gay Dollars 

If we’re going to bank on 
the Gay Dollar, as it were, 
we’re probably better off 
showing its golden facet in¬ 
stead of its dark underside. 
Hawaiian public opinion 
seems genuinely swayed by 
the notion of becoming the 
gay honeymoon paradise, if 
and when they legalize homo¬ 
sexual marriages (another 
promising court battle cur¬ 
rently under way). Homo¬ 
phobes have tried to counter- 
suggest that Hawaii might 
lose the tourist dollars of 
squeamish fundamentalists, 
but this hasn’t really struck a 
chord. Everyone knows that 
only the top honcho preach¬ 
ers can afford tropical vaca¬ 
tions and that their masses of 
feeble-minded followers make 
do with semi-annual pilgrim¬ 
ages to Dollywood and vaca¬ 
tion Bible school. 

In contrast, most people 
are ready to believe the oft-re¬ 
peated claim that gays and 
lesbians have “high dispos¬ 
able incomes,” which we’re 
supposedly hot to squander 
on toys and luxuries. It may 
well be that the Gay Dollar, 
particularly as a political tool, 
is another mythical beast, but 
the notion does have consid¬ 
erable currency to judge from 
the number of lavender-tinted 
holiday catalogs I’ve been get¬ 
ting in the mail. 

When we went to the 
March on Washington this 
spring—a questionable invest¬ 
ment, in retrospect — my part¬ 
ner declined to sign in at the 
official “stand up and be 
counted” table. “They say it’s 
to measure the success of the 
March,” he said, “but they’ll 
just turn around and sell your 
name and numbers to every 
lavender capitalist in the 
country.” Sure enough, six 
months later the March lead¬ 
ership (if there ever was such 
a thing) has yet to release its 
official count, but I have been 
deluged with a bumper crop 
of Gay Dollar come-ons while 
my partner is getting only the 
usual (and still numerous) 
fundraising appeals. 

The bounty, if such it be, 
is mostly catalogs, card packs 
and magazine offers. The 
“gay” merchandise tends to 
be foofy, shallow and marked 
up about 50 percent, reveal¬ 
ing some discouraging as¬ 
sumptions about the tastes 
and acumen of queer shop¬ 
pers. The magazines appear 
to be as slick, consumerist 
and empty of true content as 
the catalogs. 

Given this lack of taste 


and/or discrimination, the ap¬ 
peal to “buy gay” echoes the 
equally feeble blandishments 
to “buy American.” If the 
American — or gay — product 
were genuinely superior, 
there would be no need to 
play upon nationalist sympa¬ 
thies; you would simply sug¬ 
gest one buy the best. The 
contrary appeal seems to as¬ 
sume that you should bite the 
bullet and purchase an inferi¬ 
or product out of community 
patriotism.

The underlying weakness 
of the Gay Dollarist approach, 
in both its boycotting and tar¬ 
geted marketing aspects, is 
that most gay dollars aren’t 
recognizable as such. There is 
a high-profile and wealthy up¬ 
per layer in the community, 
but this doesn’t translate well 
into political clout. Most gays 
pay out the bulk of their 
wages in the same “non-dis- 
cretionary” ways as everyone 
else: squandering it on rent 
and other necessities. The 
myth of the Gay Dollar may 
buy us a few advantages here 
and there, but I wouldn’t bet 
our political futures upon it. 

In the meantime, the gay 
catalogists are wasting their 
postage on me; I continue to 
do my winter solstice holiday 
shopping at secondhand book¬ 
stores. Now if they ever come 
out with a queer activist cata¬ 
log — featuring things like 
those big nail clippers which 
you can cut through police is¬ 
sue plastic handcuffs with, 
cheap airhorns, make-your- 
own-sticker and button kits, a 
wallet card with the 1-800 
phone numbers of creepy tel¬ 
evangelists — then I might 
bite. But they can keep their 
Judy Garland memorial paint¬ 
ings on black velvet. ▼

Cincinnati's Hate Has 
Already Cost It Business 


United Press International 

CINCINNATI - Cincinnati 
is already starting to lose con¬ 
vention business because of 
the November 2 repeal of a 
discrimination protection law 
for gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
residents. 

“We are beginning already 
to have cancellations of con¬ 
ventions and there is already 
a significant financial loss,” 
said Mayor-elect Roxanne 
Qualls. “And this is only the 
beginning.” 

The groups and conven¬ 
tions that have cancelled their 
events include: 

•The United Church of 
Christ, which was considering 
Cincinnati or Kansas city for 
a 1997 national convention, 
but will no longer consider 
Cincinnati. 

•The executive board of 
the American Library Associ¬ 
ation, which had favored 
Cincinnati, says it is now 
looking at alternative sites for 
its mid-winter 1995 conven¬ 
tion. Association officials said 
they are “very concerned 
about infringements on hu¬ 
man rights.” 


•The American Historical 
Association, which was also 
considering Cincinnati for its 
convention. 

“Both [the Library Associ¬ 
ation and the Historical Asso¬ 
ciation] were considered crit¬ 
ical,” said Mike Wilson, pres¬ 
ident of Cincinnati’s Conven¬ 
tion and Visitors Bureau. 
“They were two very special 
and important meetings.” 

Wilson said the convention 
business channels millions of 
dollars into the local econo¬ 
my. During 1992, $192 million 
was spent on hotels, restau¬ 
rants, and services. 

Alphonse Gerhardstein 
and Scott Greenwood, 
lawyers with Equality Cincin¬ 
nati, which fought the issue, 
said a suit will be filed within 
a week challenging the char¬ 
ter amendment on constitu¬ 
tional grounds. 

The lawyers said voters 
approved a ballot issue that 
now denies equal protection 
to a group of identifiable peo¬ 
ple, meaning they can’t use 
the legislative process in se¬ 
curing human rights protec¬ 
tions. 

Cincinnati’s human rights 
ordinance had prohibited dis-

crimination in hiring and 
housing, based on sex, race, 
religion, disability, Appalachi¬ 
an origin, or sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

The move to delete sexual 
orientation from the law was 
led by out-of-state groups, 
which spent about $150,000 in 
their campaign. Of that mon¬ 
ey, $75,000 came from a 
group called Coloradans for 
Family Values, which pro¬ 
moted that state’s anti-gay 
rights law last year. The Col¬ 
orado law has been prohibit¬ 
ed from taking effect, on con¬ 
stitutional grounds. ▼

paredness, his Washington in- 
expertise, and his backing off 
of what seemed like a com¬ 
mitment from the heart, gays 
and lesbians were swimming 
alone against a tide of right 
wing backlash. Wildly ex¬ 
treme Measure 9 had been de¬ 
feated in Oregon but Amend¬ 
ment 2 had unexpectedly 
passed in Colorado. It was 
only when Barbra Streisand 
publicly supported the boy¬ 
cott of Colorado that the 
mainstream press woke up to 
the successful “stealth cam¬ 
paigns” of the religious right. 
But then they became more 
interested in who went skiiner 
in Aspen than the fact that 
Amentment 2-like initiatives 
were being planned for local 
communities all around the 
country. 

Clinton met in the Oval Of¬ 
fice with members of the les¬ 
bian and gay community and 
talked to Phil Wilson of 
AIDS Project Los Angeles 
about finding an AIDS Czar, 
as well as touching on the 
gays in the military issue. 
Gays likened Clinton’s ability 
to sign an executive order to 
that of President Harry Tru¬ 
man integrating the military. 
Clinton reportedly listened in¬ 
tently. But he would not com¬ 
mit. Nor would he agree to 
attend the upcoming March 
on Washington. 

That April gathering was 
broadcast live over C-Span, 
and in part over CNN. The 
biggest dispute was whether 
one million people showed up 
or only the 300,000 the Park 
Service reported. But another 
dispute — between March or¬ 
ganizers and NGLTF’s Torie 
Osborn and ACT UP founder 
Larry Kramer about Kra¬ 
mer’s unapproved appearance 
on the center stage — lingers 
in the minds of many. 

Also lingering is the de¬ 
bate over the “AIDS Czar.” 
Most of the people suggested 


by the gay community were 
unavailable or didn’t want the 
job. But when Clinton named 
Kristine Gebbie a cry went 
up: “Who’s she?” AIDS ac¬ 
tivists also decried Clinton’s 
decreasing the power of the 
position — but he got points 
for fighting for increases in 
the federal AIDS budget. 
Since then Gebbie has been 
winning some converts, but 
many activists are waiting for 
action.

In Los Angeles, mean¬ 
while, a heated race for May¬ 
or was shaping up. It was 
widely believed that City 
Councilman Mike Woo would 
win handily with the antici¬ 
pated gay and black support. 
Republican businessman 
Richard Riordan, after all, 
had the backing of the Chrisi- 
tan Coalition and the Catholic 
Church. 

But even before he took of¬ 
fice in June, Riordan started 
keeping the promises Woo 
made to the gay community — 
and then some. He rode in 
the Gay Pride Parade and 
was photographed giving Log 
Cabin/LA President Brian 
Perry a big hug. He appoint¬ 
ed the first-ever openly gay 
deputy Mayor and named 
openly gay people to commis¬ 
sions such as Police and 
Transportation. Gay people 
are sprinkled in positions 
throughout his administra¬ 
tion. He is being touted as the 


“William Weld of the West” - 
referring to the very pro-gay 
Republican Massachusetts 
governor. 

And at a recent breakfast 
in his honor, lesbian and gay 
Democrats and Republicans 
co-mingled in unprecedented 
unanimity since battling anti¬ 
gay AIDS initiatives. They 
were brought together by the 
stunning sense of betrayal fol¬ 
lowing Clinton’s “compro¬ 
mise” with Nunn on the mili¬ 
tary issue. And although Clin¬ 
ton told Lieutenant Naval Re¬ 
servist Zoe Dunning during a 
televised California speech in 
that his Justice Department is 
pursuing the new policy 
(which to most gays looks like 
the ban codified) in the courts 
so it doesn’t stay at a local 
level, gays are still confused. 
They point out that what 
Clinton says he wants — equal¬ 
ity for gays —- already exists in 
Judge Terry Hatter’s ruling 
that the ban is unconstitution¬ 
al. The next move comes in 
December, when the 9th Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals decides 
the ban’s constitutionality in 
Keith Meinhold’s case. The 
Justice Department can chose, 
as the Canadian government 
did, to let that decision stay, 
or it can pursue the case to 
the Supreme Court. 

Gay Republicanism 

Meanwhile, lesbian and 
gay Democrats are letting the 
party know they will no 
longer be taken from granted. 
One example is David Mixn- 
er, formerly one of Clinton’s 
best friends, who appeared at 
the breakfast for Riordan and 
said, “This lets the Democrat¬ 
ic Party know that we have 
someplace else to go.” 

“We need to look at the in¬ 
dividual person, not the par¬ 
ty,” said ANGLE’S Diane Ab- 
bitt at the same event. And al¬ 
though many lesbians and 
gays are enraged enough over 
Clinton’s “betrayal” and his 
“learning-on-the-job” positions 
to have left the Democratic 
party and re-registered as In-

dependents, as attorney Carol 
Anderson has advocated, 
most are staying with the par¬ 
ty and some are making ap¬ 
parent headway. Longtime 
Democrat Jean O’Leary was 
recently named to the impor¬ 
tant executive committee in 
the national Democratic par¬ 
ty. One of her goals, she says, 
is to get the Democrats in¬ 
volved with fighting the reli¬ 
gious right on the initiative 
battlefront. 

But it is the Log Cabin Re¬ 
publican Clubs that will per¬ 
haps play a crucial role in de¬ 
termining politics for the next 
several years. Its members 
are determined to “fight from 
within,” and with heavy¬ 
weight support from political 
“winners” like Riordan and 
Weld, they are demanding 
pro-gay stances from their 
party and politicians and have 
so far won support from a 
number of “Party of Lincoln” 
members disgusted with the 
Pat Buchanan/Pat Robertson 
tactics of division. 

Log Cabin members have 
been steadily winning posi¬ 
tions within the party at local 
levels and backing gay-friend¬ 
ly party regulars. And the 
club has just opened a new, 
national office in Washington. 

Meanwhile the Christian 
Coalition is also changing its 
tactics. It is deliberately ton¬ 
ing down its rhetoric to better 
“relate” to non-born-again vot¬ 
ers, according to Robertson — 


who has appeared on televi¬ 
sion rather a lot lately. It is 
also publically steering away 
from “Christian” topics and fo¬ 
cusing on local voter-friendly 
crime and tax issues. 

All politics is local, says 
Robertson. 

The Christian Coalition has 
steadily out-maneuvered the 
gay community at almost ev¬ 
ery turn, since the Christian 
Coalition is just that — a coali¬ 
tion. The organized network 
of local churches, organiza¬ 
tions, and individuals is con¬ 
nected by massive political 
and religious mailing lists, and 
supported by groups willing to 
shell out money and members 
at a moment s notice for a spe¬ 
cific issue. 

The Christian Coalition ap¬ 
parently plans to take over the 
Republican Party from within 
by training candidates to run 
for unappealing elected posts 
on local school boards and city 
councils, thereby building 
credibility, expertise, and 
name recognition for higher 
office. 

But thanks, ironically, to 
the Log Cabin Clubs and to 
Ross Perot — who will steal 
votes from the Republicans 
and has many believers in the 
Christian right wing — the par¬ 
ty might be forced to confront 
who they are and what they 
want to be: the party of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln or the Party of 
Pat Robertson/ Ross Perot. 

It is also time for Clinton 
and the Democrats to decide 
whether to stand for equality 
for all, or politically expedient 
dealmaking and bigotry. And 
it is time for the gay communi¬ 
ty to grow up politically. 

Lesbians and gays still 
seem to become active only 
when in danger or when it is 
chic. But just like in business, 
it is slow, steady, hard work to 
be taken seriously. Unless les¬ 
bians and gays forge a coali¬ 
tion community and take per¬ 
sonal responsibility for leader¬ 
ship, gay people may find 
themselves answering to the 
Christian Coalition. ▼

Is TV's New Superman the New Gay Icon of the '90s?

T his is, make no mis¬ 
take, the confession 
of a star-struck fan, a 
swooning schoolboy, 
a romantic who is convinced 
that his perfect mate, his 
dream husband, is currently 
appearing weekly in the new 
action-romance-comedy, Lois 
and Clark: The New Adven¬ 
tures of Superman (Sundays, 
ABC-TV, 8 p.m., Channel 7). 
The object of my affections is 
the actor Dean Cain, a former 
professional football player 
turned theatrical artiste (his 
previous credits include ap¬ 
pearing as “Rick,” a guest 
character on Beverly Hills, 
90210). 

But, of course, these early 
endeavors were only brief 
preludes to Cain’s claiming of 
his “true” self, the perfect ’90s 
version of fantasy-meets-real- 
ity, in the role of Clark Kent, 
a.k.a. Superman. How can I 
make such a preposterous 
claim? Well, one look pretty 
much tells it all: the thick, lus¬ 
trous black hair; the creamy 
complexion; the bright, wide-

open eyes; the winning, non- 
cynical smile; and, I’m a tad 
embarrassed to admit, the 
amazing curve and bulk of 
those upper-arm muscles.

However, don’t get me 
wrong. It’s not the physical 
Cain-Kent that’s turning me 
on. How superficial! It’s the 
inner man, it’s the interior 
person who, without question, 
is the prince I’ve been so pa¬ 


tiently waiting for. How do I 
know? Easy question. Read 
the reviews: Henry Louis 
Gates Jr., the distinguished 
W.E.B. Du Bois Professor of 
Humanities at Harvard (no 
less!) University, writing in 
the Sunday New York Times 
(9/12/93), went right to the 
core of this new super stud’s 
appeal. “The latest Super¬ 
man,” says Gates, “is the most 
unusual of all. Gone is the 
blind, ambitious optimism of 
Ronald Reagan’s ‘Morning in 
America’ generation. In its 
place is the recaptured inno¬ 
cence of the best of the Su¬ 
perboy comics. This Super¬ 
man is lonely and emotionally 
vulnerable, desperately in 
search of love, warmth, 
home.” 

Now that sounds like my 
kind of guy! And if you’re 
still not convinced, consider 
the surprisingly astute obser¬ 
vations of the Chronicle’s 
normally fuddy-duddy TV 
critic, John Carman, who 
wrote (9/11/93), “Cain looks a 
little like a younger, darker- 
haired Richard Thomas on

A Reno in the Rough

I am so touched when a 
close friend trusts me 
enough and likes me 
enough to pour her heart 
out to me, to let it all hang 
out and say exactly what’s on 
her mind. And if that friend 
can keep me laughing in the 
process, that’s the best! 
Know what I’m saying? Well, 
that’s what celebrated New 
York performer Reno is do¬ 
ing down at Josie’s for the 
next two weeks. She’s up on 
that small stage and she’s 
trusting her San Francisco au¬ 
diences. She’s pouring her 
heart out; she’s making us 
laugh and she’s great. 

Reno is creating a new 
show; she’s videotaping every 
night’s performance. She lets 
herself go, then she daily re¬ 
views the tapes, saving what 
works and tossing out what 
doesn’t. There’s a lot of im- 
prov every night and a sub¬ 
stantial amount of polishing 
some truly remarkable mate¬ 
rial. You could see her every 
night and not see the same 
show twice. 

The night I was there, the 
show opened with frenetic 
music ieading to frenetic mus¬ 
ing on the contents of that 
day’s Chronicle. Reno was 
warming up; she was letting 
her fingers do the walking 
through the headlines, letting 
the newspaper determine her 
humor. 


“Kevorkian was a patholo¬ 
gist first. Did you know that? 
I don’t wanna get into the 
ramifications of that, but we 
all create markets in our own 
way, right?” 

Spectacle and Spectator 

Reno has a line she uses to 
at once break the fourth wall 
and to keep her position as 
performer clear: “I’m the 
spectacle,” she says. “You’re 
the spectator. As long as 
we’ve got that clear, we’re in 
good shape here.” But the fact 
is she’s watching us the whole 
time. She’s paying very close 
attention to us. She’s tuned in 
to our every response. She

wants to know what works. 

It’s fascinating watching 
her confident on familiar 
ground and then taking steps 
into uncharted territory. One 
moment she’s railing against 
the system; she’s Everydyke 
and she’s pissed off. The next 
moment she’s achingly vul¬ 
nerable; she’s in close and 


personal. It’s a dizzying, 
cathartic experience to watch 
her perform. 

“I’m tense,” she confesses 
tongue-in-cheek. “Did you 
ever notice this about me?” 

Reno gives new meaning 
to the expression “smart as a 
whip.” She uses her humor 
like a flail — sometimes on the 
world around her, sometimes 
on herself, and sometimes on 
what we the audience have 
been holding very close and 
dear. 

“I live on the periphery,” 
she says by way of explaining 
her astonishment with the 
world and the world’s aston¬ 
ishment with her. “I live on 
the edge of things.” She cer¬ 
tainly keeps finding the edges 
to whatever she’s talking 
about, and when she’s found 
that edge, she’ll push outward 
for another. You may lose 
your train of thought on one 
of her rants, but she doesn’t 
lose her train of thought! She 
knows just what track she’s 
taking us down. Welcome to 
Reno’s mind. Reno’s train of 
thought doesn’t wait in the 
station for you. Her train of 
thought barrels down the 
tracks at a million miles an 
hour, and it’s the thrill of 
jumping aboard that train — 
it’s the thrill of leaping with 
her from one freight car to 
the next — that makes us love 
being her audience. 


Specific Issues 

About halfway through the 
performance, I began wonder¬ 
ing if there was any issue she 
wasn’t going to touch on. 
And I’m not talking about 


general issues like love, war, 
taxes, and death. I’m talking 
specific issues from Post-its to 
clitorectomies, from the pope 
to Jay Leno.

There was a great party af¬ 
ter the opening performance 
of Jeffrey last week. I got to 
schmooze with the cast and 
with playwright Paul Rud- 
nick, who came in from 
New York for the opening. It 
was quite a sight to see so 
many homos packing the 
Elks Club (yes), which shares 
a building with Theatre On 
The Square, where Jeffrey i s 
now playing. I asked Rudnick 
how he felt under the watch¬ 
ful eyes of so many portraits 
of the Elks’ former Exalted 
Rulers. He said he was quite 
comfortable. Looking around 
at the hunting lodge/gothic 
motif, he said “it reminds me 
of my apartment in New 
York, though I don’t have 
such high ceilings.” (You can 
see Rudnick’s apartment in 
the November Movieline, or 
you can join the Elks Club 
and get a rough idea.) 


I told him how delighted 
San Francisco was to finally 
get to see the play. The de¬ 
light was reciprocal; Rudnick 
said that at the preview show¬ 
ings, the huge homo contin¬ 
gent in the audience was real¬ 
ly a treat. “It’s like putting on 
a gay U.S.O. show,” he said. 
One of the play’s lines was 
poorly received by one mem¬ 
ber of the audience: nearly se¬ 
duced by a priest, Jeffrey says 
(I’m paraphrasing), “I thought 
you were all supposed to be 
straight, and celibate.” The re¬ 
ply: “Maybe you didn’t hear 
me; I said I was a Catholic 
priest.” Though most people 
laughed hysterically, the line 
prompted some hissing and a 
loud anti-Semitic remark 
about the playwright. I in¬ 
formed Rudnick that he was 
in a heavily Irish Catholic 
town. “I’m learning that,” he 
said. “But a lot of Catholics 
have seen the play, and most 
of them laugh at that scene.” 


It was quite a surprise (al¬ 
beit a pleasant one) to show 
up on opening night only to 
discover that dragster Jim 
Bailey had vaporized from 
the cast, especially after the 
hoopla which misguided souls 
appended to the announce¬ 
ment of his casting. I sniffed a 
story, if not a scandal, and 
came right out and asked 
Rudnick what happened. He 
repeated the official version, 
which was that Bailey had to 
leave when a movie role orig¬ 
inally scheduled for February 
was moved up to November. 
But I’d heard Bailey blandly 
and botchingly delivering i»io 
lines on the radio ads for the 
play, and had to wonder if 
perhaps he, let’s politely say, 
“didn’t test well.” (That’s Hol- 
lywoodese for “bombed.”) 
The press release put a spin 
on things by saying that Bai¬ 
ley may return to the cast at 
a later date, but then the 
Chron discovered that Bailey 
had indeed just not worked 
out in the show. 


The part of Sterling is now 
being played to perfection by 
Peter Bartlett, who did the 
role in New York. When I 
told Bartlett that he had the 
thanks of a grateful nation, he 
laughed diplomatically. “I got 
the call on Thursday, came 
out and rehearsed with this 
cast on Friday, and went on 
Friday night.” What a 
trouper!

Then I got to talk to actor 
Stephen Caffrey, whom 
you might remember as 
“Fuzzy” in Longtime Com¬ 
panion. Busy and successful 
on stage, Caffrey’s only had 
one movie role since then, a 
“bit part” in The Babe. He 
said his look in Companion

was so different from his look 
now, that casting people hard¬ 
ly believe it’s the same per¬ 
son. “I looked like a pipe 
cleaner in Longtime Compan¬ 
ion.” He told me something 
interesting about the produc¬ 
tion of And The Band Played 
On: “I wanted to audition, 
and they wouldn’t let me.” 
Though he didn’t elaborate 
much further, the rest is obvi¬ 
ous: once the Band wagon 
got rolling, and celebrities 
started jumping on for parts 
(after Richard Gere signed 
on), the producers lost inter¬ 
est in casting anybody who 
wasn’t a “star,” preferring 
icky bugs like Phil Collins 
over talented, non-famous ac¬ 
tors. It’s reprehensible that a 
production about AIDS, espe¬ 
cially one about AIDS in the 
gay community, should 
choose straight and closeted 
actors over out and gay ac¬ 
tors, but that’s Hollywood. 
Another reason to see Jeffrey: 
Caffrey’s not only talented, 
he’s also just as cute as a bug. 


And at a Frameline benefit 
preceding Andrea Weiss' 
Lesbian Vampires Show last 
week, I got to meet Heather 
Findley, the new editor of 
On Our Backs. She was de¬ 
lightedly showing everybody 
the December issue of Play¬ 
boy, which features a nude 
layout on Fern 2 Fern, an 
all-female band, all of whose 
members are either lesbian or 
bi. Usually girl-girl stuff in 
straight porn mags is oriented 
to turning men on, and this 
may be the first time that out 
lesbians have been featured 
in the mag. 

Airing next week, Discov¬ 
ery Channel’s four-part 
miniseries A Time of AIDS, 
billed as an encyclopedic look 
at the medical, social and po¬ 
litical history of the disease. 
It’s narrated by actor and for¬ 
mer Studio 54 cigarette boy 
Alec Baldwin, who got into 
trouble earlier this year when 
he called a cab driver “faggot” 
during an argument in New

Very Funny is the name 
of a comedy special to be 
taped at Josie’s on November 
16th. It’s an evening of gay 
comics doing “straight come¬ 
dy,” or as the press release 
says, “portraying bigoted, sex¬ 
ist, homophobic straight (and 
closeted) comics.” All night? 
The audience is urged to 
show up dressed as “straight 
people.” And what do you 
care if it’s funny, if it’ll get 
you on TV? ▼ 
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makes its point.) 

Although the song — and 
the album — ends on an up¬ 
beat note, a coda emerges af¬ 
ter a minute of silence in 
which PSB’s other half, Chris 
Lowe, takes the microphone, 
and bids an elegiac farewell 
to his companion. It is clear 
their love has died. 

To belabor Very’s gay 
overtones may seem rhetori¬ 
cal. After all, these are the 
men who produced Boy 
George’s remake of “The Cry¬ 
ing Game,” and Liza Minnel¬ 
li’s Results. Yet Very’s lyrics 
are ambiguous enough to at¬ 
tract listeners outside the gay 
community. There are no real 
gender references made to 
the objects of Tennant’s de¬ 
sire.

Perhaps the only disap¬ 
pointment is that Very’s mu¬ 
sic is never groundbreaking. 
With a few nods to recent

disco of the ‘70s. Still, the 
emotional landscape Pet 
Shop Boys traverse here im¬ 
bues the album with lasting

And although he yearns 
to be alone with his compan¬ 
ion, it is Tennant who flirts 
with temptation on “Young 
Offender.” 

The album’s final song is a 
remake of Village People’s 
“Go West.” Through the 
years, PSB fans have come to 
expect inspired cover ver¬ 
sions of songs initially record¬ 
ed by other artists. Once 
again, the Boys deliver. And 
their success here is two-fold. 
On one level, they recast this 
marginal hit as a triumphant 
gay anthem. On another, the 
song’s lyrics reflect the narra¬ 
tive perfectly. For instance, lis¬ 
ten to Tennant’s final plea to 
his lover to start over. With 
an all-male chorus providing 
the backup vocals, Tennant 
sings, “There where the air is 
free/we’ll be what we want to 
be/now if we make a 
stand/we’ll find our promised 
land.” (Not the most profound 
verse in music history, but it

On the new Pet Shop Boys 
release, Very, the British 
duo’s trademark wit is still ra¬ 
zor sharp.

Backed by 
the lush, disco-driven music 
for which the group is best 
known, the unexpected pas¬ 
sion of PSB’s lyrics success¬ 
fully propels their latest effort 
to new ground.

On “I 
wouldn’t normally do this 
kind of thing,” Tennant is 
practically giddy with love, as 
he sings, “I feel like taking all 
my clothes off/dancing to the 
Rite of Spring.” That bliss 
threatens to bubble over on 
the following song, “Libera¬ 
tion.”

ited with “discovering” 
stream of consciousness in 
Ulysses, but honestly, the 
holy fools, the sacred mad¬ 
women have known and 
shared the joys of mixed 
metaphors and jumping simi¬ 
les for a long, long time now. 
Reno is the latest in a long 
line of court jesters. 

“My whole life all I ever 
really wanted to be was pre¬ 
cocious,” she says at one quiet 
point in her performance. “I 
think I waited too long.” 
Then she’s off and running. 
“Oh!” she laughs. “You wan¬ 
na know what precocious is, 
do ya? Everyone who is here 
in San Francisco who wasn’t 
born here in San Francisco 
was the precocious one in 
their neighborhood when 
they were growing up.” 

Decades ago, when theatre 
in this country meant Broad¬ 
way, all the shows would do 
their try-out runs out of town. 
Audiences in Boston, Provi¬ 
dence, New Haven, and 
Philadelphia were lucky 
enough to see the early ver¬ 
sions of the great musicals, 
the great dramas, and come¬ 
dies. I’m honored that Reno is 
here in San Francisco search¬ 
ing for and trying out her 
new material on our stage. It 
says a lot about how much 
she trusts us to be up there 
night after night taking risk 
after risk the way she’s doing. 

As audience members, we 
have a fantastic opportunity 
to contribute to the work of 
one of our great performers. 
After all, what is the value of 
live art? The stage versus 
movies? A work-in-progress 
versus a totally scripted 
piece? For me, the value is 
the rare moment of spark and 
connection between per¬ 
former and audience. I felt 
that connection time after 
time with Reno in that sold- 
out crowd at Josie’s. I hope 
you make time to see her 
while she’s in town: she’s a 
friend worth listening to. ▼

E ven if you never go 
to the theater, get a 
ticket and go see Jef¬ 
frey. If you can’t af¬ 
ford it, ransom your mother if 
you must, or rob a bank if 
your mother is dead. The 
play is funny, charming and 
true. 

Over the past decade, play¬ 
wright Paul Rudnick has 
adeptly skewered the way 
we live (his nightlife satire, 
the novel Social Disease, is 
unrivaled). Now he’s written 
a play that could be placed in 
a time capsule, a complete 
and accurate picture of gay 
life today: AIDS, safe sex, 
Gay Pride marches, interior 
decorators and tHeir chorus 
boys, gay bashings, actor/wait¬ 
ers, ever-cruisy hospital out¬ 
patient labs, gay gyms, 
memorial services, street pa¬ 
trols, and Marianne 
Williamson. (The only oh-so- 
’90s thing Rudnick has left 
out is viatical settlements.) 
Jeffrey does not need to walk 
the line between comedy and 
drama — its characters find a 
pithy turn of phrase even in 
the face of death (and gay 
bashers). 

Painful Abstinence 

Jeffrey is the actor/waiter 
of the title who swears off sex 
for good. He’ll tell you it’s be¬ 
cause safe sex is too compli¬ 
cated, but it’s soon apparent 
that, more than disease, Jef¬ 
frey is afraid of both connec¬ 
tion and loss - to love some¬ 
one is to see them suffer and 
die, sooner or later, and Jef¬ 
frey worries a lot about the 
sooner part. Promptly after 
he renounces the flesh, the 
flesh (itself never in much of 
a renouncing mood) manifests 
in the form of Steve. Jeffrey 
runs from the handsome buck 
and all the joy and danger he 
implies, but fate is fate, and 
gay New York is as small a 
town as gay San Francisco: 
his friends Sterling and Dar¬ 
ius decide to set Jeffrey up 
with a nice young man and 
guess who that turns out to 
be? Then comes the revela¬ 
tion that separates men from 
boys, and Jeffrey from plays 
that never let anything seri¬ 
ous derail the romantic come¬ 
dy: Steve is HIV positive. 

Can Jeffrey overcome his 
fears and give love to some¬ 
body who may not be there 
tomorrow, even if that some¬ 
body wants to be there with 
all his heart? Rudnick’s tri-

umph is that he never tries to 
convince us that love will con¬ 
quer all. Indeed, the ending is 
ambivalently upbeat. Jeffrey 
and Steve are going to try, be¬ 
cause the alternative, Rudnick 
reminds, is giving into death 
before its time: withholding 
love, refusing to connect, is 
death. Near the end of the 
play, Sterling’s lover Darius 
has just died, and Jeffrey, still 
trying to avoid Steve and sex 
and death itself, gets angry 
with Sterling. “Do you want 
me to go through with Steve 
what you went through with 
Darius?” he asks. “Yes,” is the 
one-word answer, Rudnick’s 
proclamation that life is a 
banquet, that it is better to 
have loved and lost, and that 
there are worse things than 
death — and one of them is 
moving back to Wisconsin as 
Jeffrey plans to do, denying 
sexuality, community, identi¬ 
ty. 

Optimistic Proposal 

Jeffrey has a summons. It 
says, yes, there is no cure and 
the drugs aren’t working and 
yes, you and your friends are 
dead and dying. But you’re 
alive today, so you’d better

live today. “AIDS is the 
guest we all hate, and who 
won’t leave,” is the message 
at the end of the play. “But 
it’s still our party.” 

Morgan Strickland is ade¬ 
quate as Jeffrey, but it’s not an 
easy part: Come across too 
strong and Jeffrey’s neuroses 
are unbelievable; come across 
too weak and the audience 
wonders what Steve sees in 
him. Stephen Caffrey puts 
genuine heart into Steve’s 
lines about isolation, loneli¬ 
ness, and the games people 
play to discreetly and politely 
avoid the infected. Though 
not perfect-looking or buff, 
Caffrey has a “something” 
that gives the play sex appeal. 
Darlene Popovic, Keith Elgin 
Douglas and Joe Lucas all 
have their hands full playing 
more than a half a dozen 
characters each. Popovic 
shines as a Margaret Dumont- 
esque society matron at an 
AIDS charity ball. John Zic 
plays Darius the chorus boy 
with effervescence; his credits 
talk about roles he’s played 
over the last 19 years, but on¬ 
stage at least, he doesn’t look 
a day over ... well, 19. 

Last but not least — in fact 
he’s the best — is Peter 
Bartlett as Sterling, the deco¬ 
rator. Sterling is the play’s F- 
A-G fag, and proud of it. It’s a 
role an actor could easily 
coast in, because of the price¬ 
less jokes — Sterling deadpans 
that nipple rings are ior 
guest towels.” When asked 
who he would most want to 
go home with, he picks Jackie 
Onassis — and explains, after a 
perfect beat, “to see the apart¬ 
ment!” The audience knows 
the stereotype and wouldn’t 
be too disappointed if that’s 
exactly what they got (and 
probably would have gotten, 
had lightning not struck and 
fortuitously removed Jim Bai¬ 
ley from the cast). But 
Bartlett’s Sterling is more; 
archetype rather than stereo¬ 
type, an embodiment of all 
the character can imply. This 
is not the tragic queen, but 
rather the queen militant and 
triumphant. We are very, 
very lucky to get to see 
Bartlett fill and fulfill this 
role. T

Shallow Eroticism 

From the cozy flannel 
comfort of Patsy Cline to the 
shallow eroticism of material 
girl Madonna. What the per¬ 
sona of Ms. Ciccone is doing 
in playwright Roberto 
Ramos-Perea’s farcical Mist¬ 
iblu is a mystery. Loosely 
based on the lives of histori¬ 
cal figures Giovanni Giacomo 
Casanova (the world-famous 
lover) and the Comte de 
Saint-Germain, who suppos¬ 
edly invented a youth serum, 
Mistiblu explores the lure of 
eternal life, the travesty hu¬ 
mans make of the aging pro¬ 
cess, and the strange obses¬ 
sion two old Italian men have 
with the “Like a Virgin” 
chanteuse. 

If Mistiblu sounds like one 
of the world’s great bad the¬ 
atre experiences, it isn’t. 
Though it makes little sense 
and the presence of Madonna 
adds nothing in terms of plot, 
character, or texture, the play 
is actually quite interesting. 

The relationship between 
the elder Casanova (deftly 
portrayed by a sexily accent¬ 
ed Allan Droyan) and the 
younger Saint-Germain (An¬ 
drew Hurteau in an over-the- 
top performance) is com¬ 
pelling, especially when the 
older man becomes desperate 
to obtain the younger man’s 
elixir of eternal life and sexu¬ 
ally manipulates Madonna 
into helping him. Aside from 
a few halfhearted attempts at 
pointy breasts and see- 
through nighties, Amy Hep¬ 
burn as Madonna doesn’t 
even try to evoke the singer’s 
persona. Hepburn is smart to 
pursue her own character

rather than re-create the 
MTV queen. Who really 
wants to see Madonna in a 
play anyway? Certainly no¬ 
body seems to want to see 
her in a movie. 

In the future, long after the 
demise of Madonna, when the 
adoring throng wants to pay 
tribute to the ultimate pop 
icon of the ’80s, chances are 
they’ll update Always ... Pat¬ 
sy Cline rather than stage 
Mistiblu. ▼

P op divas, by virtue of 
their medium, come 
and they go. A few 
transcend their stint 
in the Top 40 and become 
cultural markers of either 
great and lasting talent or ex¬ 
amples of what passed for tal¬ 
ent in a given era. Two such 
pop divas appear in two wild¬ 
ly different plays currently in 
town. Patsy Cline returns 
from honky-tonk heaven in 
the concert/play Always ... 
Patsy Cline, and Madonna 
appears for no apparent rea¬ 
son in the bizarre but intrigu¬ 
ing play Mistiblu. 

Since her untimely death 
in a plane crash in 1963, Patsy 
Cline has emerged as one of 
our country’s most beloved 
pop divas. Even people who 
say they don’t really like 
country music often admit 
they do like Patsy Cline. The 
dusky warmth and 
heartachey break of Cline’s 
voice have forever etched 
songs like “Crazy” and 
“Sweet Dreams” into the 
mass consciousness. With 
such inordinate fondness for 
the dead singer, it’s hardly a 
surprise that a tribute vehicle 
like Always ... Patsy Cline 
never fails to please its eager 
audience. 

Originally staged last 
September by Northern Cali¬ 
fornia’s Columbia Actors’ 
Repertory, the play has found 
its way to the intimate Mason 
Street Theatre. Based on the 
true story of a friendship 
Cline formed with Houston 
divorcee Louise Seger, this 
two-woman show is a tightly 
structured concert inter¬ 
spersed with Seger’s personal 
recollections of the country 
singer. 

Though Patsy and Louise 
interact on stage, director and 
creator Ted Swindley has 
wisely chosen not to make 
Patsy a “character” in the 
play. She never has to act out 
scenes with Louise; she just 
sings; and the histrionic 
Louise, vivaciously portrayed 
by Livia Genise, tells the sto¬ 
ries. 

Joni Morris portrays Patsy 
Cline with great dignity and 
some wonderful vocal skills. 
Though she lacks the enor¬ 
mous vocal power of Cline 
and therefore loses some of 
Cline’s warmth, Morris is a vi¬ 
sual and aural treat. Her cos¬ 
tumes by Kathleen Lowe are 
brilliantly accurate — from the 
red leather and fringe to the 
gold-lame pants and tasteful 
belted skirts. This combined 
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Castro Tribute to McDowell, Kuchar 

Intelligently Obsessed 


George Kuchar and Marion Eaton in Thundercrack!

C urt McDowell and 
George Kuchar, two 
of the most intelli¬ 
gently sex-obsessed 
artists ever to put their fan¬ 
tasies on celluloid, receive a 
six-day tribute at the Castro 
Theatre starting Nov. 12. 

The retrospective, which 
focuses on their collaborative 
efforts in the 1970s, is heavy 
on camp antics, over-the-top 
drama, and what Mr. Freud 
dubbed the polymorphously 
perverse. It offers some 
salient clues as to what these 
two titans of the local exper¬ 
imental film scene (they were 
also lovers for a time) might 
have brought to each other’s 
work. 

The most obvious benefit 
for Mr. Kuchar seems to be 
sex itself. In early films like 
Hold Me While I’m Naked 
(1966), he broods about it but 
never gets it, as the dippy 
pun (he’s handed a plate of 
beets and meat) that closes 
Hold Me makes all too clear. 
By the time of the legendary 
Thundercrack! (1975), he’s hit 
the jackpot. (OK, OK, so it is 
with a gorilla, but for GK this 
was major progress, and one 
can’t miss the easing of the 
melancholy amid the frivolity 
that critics noted in his pre- 
Curt works.) 

As for McDowell, meeting 
George gave him access to 
the tricks of the Kuchar trade, 
among them the knack for 
recreating Hollywood Golden 
Age lighting effects for next 
to nothing. As one of McDow¬ 


ell’s instructors at the SF Art 
Institute, Kuchar undoubtedly 
turned him on to the finer 
points of the genres Tinsel¬ 
town perfected: horror pic¬ 
tures, melodramas, and musi¬ 
cals. 

Horror-Porn-Love Story 

Separately and together, 
the two turned cinematic con¬ 
ventions upside down as they 
scrutinized the emotions — 
sexual and otherwise — that 
lurk beneath the surface of 
mundane situations. Kuchar 
and McDowell both intuited 
that some of our culture’s 
falsest and tackiest senti¬ 
ments, particularly as repre¬ 
sented in media products, res¬ 
onate deeply within the 
American psyche — even 
among those who think 
they’re onto the scam. 

Kuchar’s script for the Mc¬ 
Dowell-directed Thunder¬ 
crack!, a horror-porn-love sto¬ 
ry, cleverly meshes three dis¬ 
parate yet somehow 
amenable genres. Like The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show 
(1976), McDowell’s film uses 
James Whale’s 1932 The Old 
Dark House as a springboard 
(stranded motorists come 
upon a strange house on a 
rainy night), but up against 
the lascivious Thundercrack!, 
Rocky Horror comes off as 
hopelessly chaste. 

For its time, the pre-Code 
House was remarkable both 
for its humorous subversion 
of horror conventions and for 
the extent to which it ac¬ 
knowledged the intense sexu¬ 
ality of the house’s inhabi¬ 


tants and guests, including 
the affection of Boris Karloff 
for the dangerous, locked-in- 
his-room nut case. 

Coming as it did at the 
height of the sexual revolu¬ 
tion, Thundercrack! un¬ 
leashed passions that remain 
for the most part sublimated 
in House. The stranded 
guests engage in no end of 
carnal combinations and re¬ 
combinations, their activities 
punctuated by their recount¬ 
ing the tawdry details of their 
highly peculiar lives. The film 
is as silly as it is smutty: gays 
turn straight, straights turn 
gay, the mistress of the house 
behaves like Norma 
Desmond on speed — and 
then there’s George and his 
gorilla. 


Light Touch 

Kuchar and McDowell are 
such keen cineastes that one 
can’t help tripping out on the 
constant allusions, most no¬ 
ticeably in Thundercrack! 
and The Devil’s Cleavage 
(1973), to Hollywood films — 
to their plots, music, lighting, 
cutting styles, and behind-the- 
scenes shenanigans. But un¬ 
like the precocious commen¬ 
tary in Quentin Tarantino’s 
script for True Romance or 
Brian De Palma’s larcenous 
attempts at homage, Kuchar 
and McDowell opt for a light 
touch: they know their medi¬ 
um but never showboat. 

The proof of this is that no 
cinema literacy at all is re¬ 
quired to experience their 
work, although one does need 
a sense of humor and an ap¬ 
preciation for sexuality and 
all its eccentricities. “People 
have to understand sex to 
know you,” says an intervie¬ 
wee in McDowell’s 1971 
Confessions, a film that si¬ 
multaneously exploits and ex¬ 
plodes the guilt attached to 
matters sexual. McDowell 
was as irrepressible and dis-

arming about sexuality as is 
Susie Bright; as with Susie it 
is hard to brush up against 
his consciousness and not 
come away with insight. 

McDowell died of AIDS in 
1987. Kuchar still teaches at 
the Art Institute, but has of 
late forsaken film for video. 
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Curt McDowell 


(One of his early works in the 
new medium was an edited- 
in-the-camera diary — not in¬ 
cluded in the Castro tribute — 
of the weekly “soirees” 
Robert Evans, McDowell’s 
last companion, held so that 
friends could visit the film¬ 
maker.) 

The bittersweet A Reason 
to Live (1976) contains per¬ 
haps the clearest evidence of 
Kuchar’s ability to locate the 
profound in the profane, all 
the while winking at the ab¬ 
surdity of trying to find mean¬ 
ing in a world where kitsch 
and melodrama have as much 
currency as they do. The film, 
which stars McDowell, com¬ 
bines Kuchar’s dual fascina¬ 
tions — severe weather pat¬ 
terns and humanity’s equally 
severe emotional inconstan¬ 
cies. More so than in Kuchar’s 
other films, A Reason to Live 
looks for an answer to its im¬ 
plicit question. Not surprising¬ 
ly, George’s head is in the 
(San Francisco) clouds when 
he finds it: “The fog is com¬ 
ing, it will give you strength!” 
T

Network Gets Lavender-Friendly 

MTV: Open Mind

M TV is getting a 
bum rap. Its hit 
animated series 
Beavis and 
Butthead may be fueling the 
debate over television’s nega¬ 
tive influence on children, but 
the cable network’s support x 
of lesbian and gay rights is 
unrivaled. Viewing MTV 
solely from a gay perspective, 
its message to kids is actually 
commendable. 

What’s surprising is the ac¬ 
tive role MTV has played re¬ 
cently in fightinghomophobia 
among its own viewers. Last 
year, in the wake of its suc¬ 
cessful “Choose or Lose” cam¬ 
paign (a series that covered 
issues surrounding the 1992 
Presidential election), MTV 
initiated a follow-up series 
called “Free Your Mind.” 

According to the network, 
the “Free Your Mind” cam¬ 
paign has been aimed at re¬ 
ducing “prejudice and intoler¬ 
ance among MTV viewers.” 
And over the past year 
they’ve done just that, by air¬ 
ing anti gay-bashing public 
service announcements and 
short news reports on both 
Colorado’s anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2 and the “gays in the 
military” issue. 

Last month, the network 
held a one-hour “Free Your 
Mind” forum, in which a stu¬ 
dio audience — all under the 
age of 30 — discussed the “cur¬ 
rent status of racial and sexu¬ 
al intolerance in America.” 
For the first half hour, the 
only topics discussed were 
those surrounding the issue of 
homosexuality. 

Testy Tammy 

Homophobia is also ad¬ 
dressed in one of the net 
work’s most popular pro 
grams, The Real World. 
Now in its second season, 
The Real World follows the 
lives of six strangers, all of 
whom are thrown together in 
a shared living space (this 
year, it’s a Venice, California 
beach house.) 

In August, 'the Real 
World welcomed a new cast 
member, an “out” lesbian, 
Beth A., onto the show. Beth 
came aboard after an original 
cast member got married and 
left the series halfway 
through its five month taping 
period. Although Beth quick¬ 
ly made friends in the house, 
one of the program’s testiest 
roommates, Tammy, ex¬ 
pressed her reservations 
about living with a lesbian. 

“It’s never been so close to 
home,” says Tammy. “This 
person is in my room, in the 
next bed. I’m trying to let my 
guard down, and make my¬ 
self more friendly...but I feel 
that’s going to be very hard 
for me to do with her. If I 
give Beth A. a hug, even 
though it may be...nothing, I 
would just feel weird.” As the 
conversation ends, Tammy 
asks her fellow roommates, 
“Am I bigoted?” 


The network’s support of 
lesbian and gay artists is also 
growing. In February, MTV 
aired an installment of its 
popular acoustic performance 
series Unplugged that 
starred k.d. lang. In March, 
during MTV’s annual college 
“Spring Break” special, drag 
superstar RuPaul was a fea¬ 
tured performer on the show 
and a judge for the program’s 
male and female bathing suit 
contests. 

But in its overall music 
programming, MTV’s com¬ 
mitment to lesbians and gays 
is still tenuous. In September, 
at MTV’s Music Video 
Awards, lang’s “Constant 
Craving” surprisingly won for 
Best Female Video. After 
beating out such favored 
artists as Janet Jackson, a 
stunned lang quipped “I’m 
never played on MTV.” 


Oil and Water 

RuPaul was also at the cer¬ 
emony; his mega-hit, “Super¬ 
model,” lost in the Best 
Dance Video category, but in 
an inspired pairing of drag 
personae new and old, Ru¬ 
Paul, along with Milton Berle, 
presented MTV’s People’s 
Choice Award (to Aerosmith). 

In what turned out to be 
the evening’s most embarrass¬ 
ing moment, the two drag 
icons exchanged stinging 
barbs while sharing the podi¬ 
um. They ended their presen¬ 
tation in a spat: “You know, 
RuPaul, I used to wear 
gowns, too,” said an admiring 
Berle. “And now you wear di¬ 
apers,” sneered RuPaul. “You 
wanna ad lib?” Berle asked. 
“I’ll check my brains and 
we’ll start even,” he said. 

Mishaps notwithstanding, 
MTV’s increasingly activist 
stance may have even led 
some of the music industry’s 
less tolerant stars to support 
gay-related issues. Last April, 
when MTV re-broadcast 
1992’s Freddie Mercury Trib¬ 
ute Concert it followed up 
the show by airing a docu¬ 
mentary on the late Mercury’s 
glam-group Queen. Oddly 
enough, the program is host¬ 
ed by rock’s most notorious

homophobe, Axl Rose. But 
Rose praises Mercury, and 
says Queen’s A Night at the 
Opera was the first album he 
ever owned. 

Even the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers, LA’s premier funk- 
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status, the following dialogue 
ensued: 

Landlord: “Married?'’ 

Clark: “No.” 

Landlord: “Girlfriend?” 

Clark: “No.” 

Landlord: “Boyfriend?” 

Clark: (no answer; but he 
smiles with a sheepish grin.) 

Obviously, much of this re¬ 
mains idle speculation, and, 
as yet, nothing has surfaced 
that definitively resolves the 
dilemma of sex with a super 
hero; i.e., can Dean 
Cain/Clark Kent really get it 
up? He is, after all, an alien 
being and who knows the ex¬ 
act sexual physiology of an 
extraterrestrial visitor? 

But damn it all! The point 
I’m trying to make is that in 
the final analysis I don’t really 
care if Clark and I have 
around-the-world sex. My as¬ 
pirations are considerably 
higher, more noble, more re¬ 
fined. 

Basically, I just want to be 
able to press my mouth 
against those dreamy lips 
while fingering his shiny 
black hair. But, more impor¬ 
tantly, I just want to “be 
there” for him, listening when 
he confesses how lonely he 
truly is. I want to sigh deeply 
when he announces he wants 
to move in with me. I want to 
nod in agreement when he 
explains how he needs a “spe¬ 
cial” kind of home and a “spe¬ 
cial” roommate who’s cool 
enough to simply let him be 
the crazy kinda guy he is. 

“Sure, Clark,” I’ll murmur 
softly. “Anything you want, 
really.” 

Inside, of course, I’ll be 
reeling. The only thing that 
will keep me standing, keep 
me breathing, will be the 
thought that the man of my 
dreams has finally arrived: 
he’s handsome and thorough¬ 
ly buffed, not to mention a 
fellow writer and a creative 
dresser. The kind of guy 
who’s involved and compas¬ 
sionate, dedicated to combat¬ 
ing evil in our zany, problem- 
wracked society. Busy, yes. 
But I’m sure he’ll prefer those 
quiet nights at home. At 
home, and don’t forget, with 
me. ▼

steroids, and there is a dollop 
of John Boy in him. He’s a 
perfectly balanced blend of 
detached bemusement and 
gee-whiz innocence. ... Yeah, 
he’s a hunk. But he’s too 
wholesomely goodhearted to 
know it, and that compounds 
his appeal.” 

Of course, it’s essential not 
to make definitive conclu¬ 
sions based simply on the per¬ 
ceptions of others. Hence, 
I’ve been doing a little re¬ 
search of my own (having 
watched the two-hour movie 
“preview” of Lois and Clark 
and the first three episodes), 
and I can objectively report 
that Cain-Kent is even more 
appealing, more solidly 
“there” than previously imag¬ 
ined. Put simply, he’s the 
ideal man for the ’90s. 


Cain-nivorous 


His colleague, the formerly 
innocuous Lois Lane (played 
by Teri Hatcher), has been 
transformed into a hard-driv¬ 
en, smart and often abrasive 
career woman for our times. 
But Lois only gets goo-goo 
eyed for Superman (his pres¬ 
ence seems to prompt a com¬ 
plete reversal of all previous¬ 
ly established personality 
traits). Consequently, Lois’ 
blindness to Kent’s consider¬ 
able charms may be attribut¬ 
ed to either a need for glasses 
or an odd fixation on men in 
tights. 


Other characters include 
the Elvis-loving Editor in 
Chief Perry White (Lane 
Smith); the sultry, oversexed 
society editor Catherine “Cat” 
Grant (Tracy Scoggins); and 
the cute-as-a-bug cub reporter 
Jimmy Olsen (Michael Lan¬ 
des). As an aside, Kent and 
Olsen have already “bonded” 
(Episode Two), when Clark 
advised Jimmy how to handle 
editor White’s tyrannical be¬ 
havior. 

But the one question that 
nags at some observers is 
whether sex with Jimmy (due 
to his potential underage sta¬ 
tus) would be illegal. The 
thought of Superman accused 
of sexual harassment, and 
conceivably male rape, sends 
shivers of outrage up my 
spine! And besides, why 
should he waste his time on 
this dumb kid when there’s a 
great guy like me just waiting 
to pledge eternal love? 


has, however, led to one rea¬ 
sonable concern: Can the Man 
of Steel, despite a host of en¬ 
gaging muscular curves and 
appropriate anatomical 
bulges, really deliver it all? Is 
the man of my dreams a com¬ 
plete, so to speak, and willing 
package? 

The answer, although com¬ 
plex, would seem to be “yes.” 
We know, for example, from 
Episode Two (when Super¬ 
man arrives at archvillain Lex 
Luthor’s office) that our super 
hunk sports a considerable 
basket. Further, Clark is seen 
nearly nude (in Episode 
Three), dressed only in snug- 
fitting boxers and reclining in 
an odalisque pose, having just 
awakened from a nightmarish 
dream. The goods, in this 
brief profile, are clearly im¬ 
pressive, especially the 
smooth (unshaved) chest, the 
quarter-sized nipples, and 
beefy thighs. 

Well, Is He, Or Isn't He? 

But what about Cain- 
Kent’s sexual temperament? 
Although presently unclear, 
the clues are definitely 
promising. 

First, Clark seems utterly 
indifferent to the advances of 
Cat Grant, and he seems 
mostly bemused by Lois 
Lane’s infatuation with his al¬ 
ter ego. Second, when asked 
by the landlord of his new 
apartment about his marital 


In terms of concept, the 
new superhero prefers his 
time in the office (he’s an ace 
reporter for the Daily 
Metropolis) and disdains ex¬ 
cessive display of those blue 
tights and red, Speedo-style 
briefs (much to certain fans’ 
disappointment). In terms of 
personality, he’s bright and 
witty (but never caustic), hon¬ 
est and routinely modest (but 
never a milquetoast), and res¬ 
olutely cheerful (while avoid¬ 
ing the potential for cloying 
sweetness). Cain-Kent is also 
a fantastic dresser; his 
wardrobe features the most 
amazing collection of Armani 
ties ever to grace network 
television. 


The problem, I suspect, for 
Jimmy and other youthful ad¬ 
mirers is Cain-Kent’s new cos¬ 
tume. This is a new Super¬ 


man: today’s costume features 
a thinner, form-revealing fab¬ 
ric; a brazen scoop neckline; a 
considerably narrowed brief 
(cut much higher at the hip); 
and a voluminous, free-flow¬ 
ing cape. As a result, the su¬ 
per hero’s redesigned couture 
has led to great speculation 
about the body that appears 
to so amply fill it. 

Certainly, this speculation 
is misguided as it detracts 
from the true pleasure of 
Cain-Kent’s spiritual being. It 


Orgy of Hypothesis 

Screening the Sexes: Homosexuality in the Movies 
by Parker Tyler; Da Capo Press, $15.95

A fter a decade out of 
print Parker Tyler’s 
imaginative, literate 
Screening the Sexes 
is once again available. Un¬ 
like more orderly overviews 
of lesbian and gay representa¬ 
tion, such as Vito Russo’s 
The Celluloid Closet or 
Richard Dyer’s Now You 
See It, Tyler’s tome is an 
orgy of hypothesis and conjec¬ 
ture, a trippy stream of the fa¬ 
mous critic’s capricious con¬ 
sciousness, which gambols 
through philosophy, sociolo¬ 


gy, literature, psychology and 
cinema history on the way to 
making its very pertinent 
points. 

Sex itself is Tyler’s model, 
as he makes clear in his intro¬ 
duction: “[I]f I go for fun and 
strategies and innuendo, it is 
because that is what sex does, 
in life and in the movies.” 

Cheeky Brilliance 

Beyond its cheeky bril¬ 
liance, the book’s continuing 
value lies in the discrepancies 
its author detects between 
what the movies say about

Norrington, Maw, Brown and Britten 

British Invasion

T he British landed at 
Davies Symphony 
Hall recently and, 
while the impact 
couldn’t match the Beatles 
blitz of yesteryear, some cob¬ 
webs were blown off stan¬ 
dard repertory items and two 
favorite modern composers 
received an opportunity to 
convert the doubtful. 

‘Authentic’ performance 
trailblazer Roger Norrington 
has already won the hearts of 
local audiences with previous 
forays into Handel, Mozart 
and Berlioz. The same spe¬ 
cialist who founded the Lon¬ 
don Classical Players might 
not be expected to under¬ 
stand the thorny byways of 
modern composition, but the 
brilliant Oxfordian clearly has 
more than one musical inter¬ 
est. 

In remission from a long 
bout with cancer and looking 
remarkably fit, Norrington 
gleefully took on two weeks 
of subscription concerts with 
his customary flair. He is tru¬ 
ly a conductor to enjoy in per¬ 
son as his many recordings 
can’t quite capture his infec¬ 
tious energy. 

Tackling everything from 
Beethoven to Ralph Vaughn 


Williams, Norrington’s most 
memorable achievements 
came from a superbly crafted 
Overture to Berlioz’ Benvenu¬ 
to Cellini and Nicholas 
Maw’s richly emotional 
Scenes and Arias for Sopra¬ 
no, Mezzo-Soprano, Contralto, 
and Orchestra. 

The Overture would hard¬ 
ly have worked in the theatre, 
for Norrington lavished ex¬ 
traordinary attention on nu¬ 
ance and detail, expanding a 
curtain-raiser to tone poem di¬ 
mensions. It worked, though, 
and what we got was a pock¬ 
et edition of the entire 
sparkling score. 

Scenes and Arias 

The best surprise for most 
listeners came with Maw’s 
breakthrough piece from the 
early 1960’s. Singers Carmen 
Pelton, Florence Quivar and 
Mette Ejsing essayed their 
difficult parts credibly, but 
Norrington truly startled with 
his skill in steering a plush 
Post-Romantic orchestra 
through dense music that re¬ 
calls Richard Strauss and the 
eccentric London ‘Mod’. 

Scenes and Arias is an ex¬ 
tended string of lyrical poetry 
with interludes depicting the 
letters between a pair of me¬ 
dieval lovers. The impas-

sexuality and what reasonable 
folks know (or should know) 
sexuality is actually about. 
Thus he scowls at supposedly 
“hip” films like M*A*S*H 
and Midnight Cowboy for 
what he finds are hypocriti¬ 
cally reactionary postures, yet 
has kind words for less-her¬ 
alded works like Myra 
Breckinridge, which despite 
its flaws in construction con¬ 
fronted its audience on a 
range of gender and sexual 
matters. 

Tyler takes M*A*S*H to 
task for perpetrating a baldly 
false “nonhomosexual homo¬ 
sexual joke sequence” about a 
character who thinks he’s 
turned gay because he’s be¬ 
come impotent, as if the latter 
always signals the former. 
What outrages Tyler is not so 
much the stereotyping as the 
sheer illogic of the gag’s con¬ 
ceit. 

The author may be remiss 
in not considering that the 
character just might be dumb 
enough to believe the impo¬ 
tence-homosexuality connec¬ 
tion to be true, but for Tyler 
the bit’s inclusion in a picture 
that purports to be as sexual¬ 
ly astute as M*A*S*H is ulti¬ 
mately a signal of the work’s 
sexual immaturity. 

As for the tale of two New 
York hustlers, writes Tyler, 
“[0]ne doesn’t have to take a 
‘gay activist’ attitude to con¬ 
demn the vulgarity and moral 
abracadabra of Midnight 
Cowboy.” He finds the film 
continually flirting with ho¬ 
mosexuality but coyly shrink¬ 
ing from the very emotional 
issues, most pointedly in the 
relationship of Ratso and 
Cowboy, it raises. 

Flights of Fancy 

In the cleverest chapter of 
Screening the Sexes, titled 
“Four Homosexual Mystery 


Stories,” the author plumbs 
the homosexual subtext in 
The Great Escape, Husbands 
and two other films. His 
lengthy case for Escape as a 
tale of homoerotic passion 
seems downright facile — 
yeah, yeah, all those guys 
cooped up together, depen¬ 
dent on each other against the 
Germans — until he wins the 
day by proving the whole es¬ 
cape enterprise to be symbol¬ 
ic anal intercourse! 



preceding make Screening a 
delight to experience and far 
outweigh occasional factual 
gaffes. Less pardonable is the 
book’s inattention to lesbian 
cinema, which he covers 
sketchily, though with insight. 
(Those looking for a fuller 
take on lesbian cinema should 
seek out Andrea Weiss’ re¬ 
cent book, but will find in 
Screening the Sexes intrigu¬ 
ing counterpoint to some of 
her observations.) 

The other unfortunate as¬ 
pect to Screening the Sexes 
is no fault of Tyler’s. A good 
many films he mentions — in¬ 
cluding some landmark ex¬ 
perimental works — are rarely 
shown or no longer in distri¬ 
bution. Quite a few are, 
though; tracking them down 
will yield an interesting year’s 
worth of viewing. 

Screening the Sexes cele¬ 
brates its 21st birthday this 
year. That Tyler’s rumina¬ 
tions still resonate in the ’90s 
is a tribute to an audacious if 
rambling gay intellect. V 



sioned nature of the writing 
poses no serious threat on 
first hearing and exceptional¬ 
ly lush orchestrations help to 
convey a mood of ecstatic 
longing. 

Previous acquaintance 
with Maw’s beautiful Life 
Studies for strings (which 
could easily win detractors to 
serialism), reveals a composer 
ever in view of the big pic¬ 
ture. His magnum opus 
Odyssey, at over 90 minutes, 
is arguably the longest single 
span of orchestral music ever 
written. 

Of the singers, only Car¬ 
men Pelton disappointed with 
a hard edged soprano that 
couldn’t match Quivar’s rich 
mezzo, let alone Mette Ejs- 
ing’s contralto. The latter’s 


Symphony debut in a small 
role was sensational. 

Iona Brown 

Violinist and conductor 
Iona Brown is known best for 
her association with the es¬ 
teemed Academy of St. Mar¬ 
tin in the Fields, but local au¬ 
diences admire her for sever¬ 
al acclaimed guest appear¬ 
ances with the San Francisco 
Symphony. Her most recent 
stint on our podium was a 
quieter sort of triumph than 
Norrington’s splashy fort¬ 
night, but the critical ingredi¬ 
ents of inspiration and musi¬ 
cal integrity were firmly in 
place. 

A lovely soft-hued Haydn 
Symphony No. 43, Mercury 
and a rousing partnership 


with S.F. Principal Violist 
Geraldine Walther in 
Mozart’s Sinfonia concertante 
in E-flat major framed a pro¬ 
gram that included two gor¬ 
geous and accessible contem¬ 
porary scores. 

Arvo Part’s Cantus in 
Memory of Benjamin Britten 
is a wonderfully intense and 
brief work for strings and a 
single tuned bell that 
exquisitely conveys his 
mourning for another com¬ 
poser’s passing. The musi¬ 
cians followed Ms. Brown’s 
lead in a six-minute medita¬ 
tion that almost stole the en¬ 
tire show. 

The following Serenade 
for Tenor, Horn and Strings 
by Britten himself showed 
why Part might be so moved. 
Six songs framed by a Pro¬ 
logue and Epilogue for horn 
illustrate various aspects of 
night, dreaming and mortali¬ 
ty. The melodies are haunting 
and, typically, apt for the 
words. 

Neil Mackie sounds like an 
Irish ten or, thoug h he is Scot¬ 
tish and while he wasn’t in 
perfect voice, Mackie Still 
evoked the various moods 
eloquently. David Krehbiel, 
Principal Horn, made some 
errors in placement as well, 
but the performance overall 
was treasurable. 

The pleasantly amazed re¬ 
action of the audience indicat¬ 
ed a surprising receptivity to 
Britten’s music, which, hope¬ 
fully, means we’ll hear more 
of him in future programs. 
The late and underperformed 
Englishman is more than wel¬ 
come to join Norrington and 
Brown on future temporary 
takeovers of Davies Hall. V

But this time he wanted 
ously to the sudden motions, 
and after games he’d always 
to be himself, and play in a 
situation where he could be 
relaxed about his sexuality. 
“It’s fun to run, laugh and 
sweat with a lot of gay guys. 
It’s a different thing. You can 
let your hair down and gig¬ 
gle,” says Mazgai. 

To play basketball again, 
he had to recondition himself. 
“Basketball’s such a running 
game,” he recalls. He knew 
he’d have to keep up with 
guys in their twenties.

ketball. At first, his knees and 
ankles would object strenu- 
feel sore. He strengthened his 


legs through regular playing, 
so now after games — he feels 
nothing. 

He found his basketball co¬ 
ordination and moves re¬ 


turned through regular play¬ 
ing 

But the bottom line on the 
league is you don’t have to 
play like Larry Bird to enjoy 
the Gay Basketball League. 
All you need is a natural love 
for the game and a desire to 
meet new friends. 

Even if you are not the 
best player out there, Mazgai 
recommends going out for 
some basketball fun. 

The gay basketball pro¬ 
gram offers two levels of , 
Sunday play: from 6 p.m. till 
8 p.m., there’s a competitive 
program, and from 5 p.m. to 
7 p.m., a non-competitive pro¬ 
gram. 

“We are the misfits who 
never made the school team,” 
said Marty Dishman, who has 
played in the non-competitive 
program since 1991, “I play in 
the non-competitive program 
and it’s relaxed, and very ath¬

Joe Robinson played on 
the Gold medal team in 1990 
Vancouver, Canada Games. 
“It was a great team,” he re¬ 
calls. San Francisco center 
‘Big‘ Mike Ambrosano was 
on the Gold medal team too. 
“We are always looking for 
more people. We have a real 
powerhouse team and will 
have a player from Spain 
coming to help us in New 
York.” 

A major problem facing 
Gay-Games-interested players 
is economic. Players must pay 
registration fees, pay for the 
trip to New York, and then 
cover their own hotel bills. 
Many hotels are already 
booked up for the June 18-25, 


1994 Gay Games. Many Gay 
Games bound athletes are 
participating in fundraisers to 
help offset the cost. 

Yet in the world of non¬ 
professional sports, finding 
the funds to travel to far-away 
tournaments is a common 
question. The economics of 
non-professional sports can of¬ 
ten be as challenging and take 
as much preparation as the 
athletic training.
